Rival cabinets 
vie for power 


BEIRUT, Sept 23, (Agen- 
cies): Rival governments vied 
for power in Lebanon today 
after Parliament failed to 
elect a new President, plung- 
ing the country into its worst 
political crisis in 45 years of 
independence. 

. Lebanon was faced with pros- 
pects of devastating violence and 
possible partition after President 
•Amin Gemayel ended his six- 
year term at midnight yesterday 
without a successor. 

Gemayel named the Army's 
Christian chief General Michel 
Aoun to head an interim govern- 
ment. Aoun moved into the 
Baabda Presidential Palace 
today. 

But all three Muslims named 
to serve in Aoun's caretaker 
cabinet refused to take their 
posts while the country's Muslim 
majority vowed allegiance to 
incumbentactingPrime Minister 
Selim Hoss, a Sunni Muslim. 
'Hoss insisted his old cabinet 
remained the legal government. 

. Postponed 

Amid the political turmoil. 
P arliame nt cancelled a session 
set for II am today in the third 
attempt infive, weeks to elect a 
tjewPresident.-': 

“The session is postponed 
until a date that will be announ- 
ced later,” said a terse statement 
read by Parliament secretary 
Ihsan Abu Khalil at the old

Christian legislators said they 
would boycott the election ses- 
sion unless the venue was shifted 
from Nijmah Square to the Yilla 
Mansour on the capital's divid- 
ing Green Line. 

The power struggle split along 
sectarian lines, with Muslims 
refusing to enter the interim 
administration. 

Under the Lebanese system, 
the government assumes 
presidential responsibilities 
when there is no bead of state. 

Tension gripped Beirut amid 
fearsof a further violent eruption 
of Lebanon's 13-year civil war. 

Many people, frightened by 
heavy clashes along the city's 
Green Line battle front yester- 
day, remained home listening to 


news bulletins. 

Others formed long queues at 
bakeries, petrol stations and 
supermarkets. Traffic was light 
in both the Christian East and 
Muslim West of the capital. 

Retain 

Gemayel's last presidential 
decree, appointing Aoun Prime 
Minister, stated that he would 
retain his posts as commander of 
the 42,000-strong Army and 
bead of the military’s six-man 
Supreme Defence Council. 

The five other officers named 
to serve i n his military cabinet are 
also members of the council, 
which represents Lebanon's six 
major religious sects. 

Gemayel's announcement of 
an interim Christian-led cabinet 
angered Muslim politicians, who 
denounced it as a coup and 
vowed loyalty to Hoss and the 
1943 national covenant which 
followed independence from 
France. 

Under the unwritten conven- 
ant, the President is a Maronite 
Christian, the Prime Minister a 
Sunni Muslim, and the Speaker 
of Parliament a Shi'ite Muslim. 

Hoss told reporters his 
“cabinet is still valid' and 
legitimate and enjoys full juris- 
diction to cany out its executive 
powers.” 

American Charge d' Affaires 
Daniel Simpson, the most rank- 
ing US diplomat in Lebanon, 
visited Hoss in West Beirut today 



and told reporters later “It was 
an opportunity to be informed of 
the situation as it stands.*' 

He added: “We must ail apply 
ourselves to try to help Lebanon 
restore its unity.'' Simpson did 
not say which government 
Washington would recognise. 

After the meeting, Christian 
gunmen, apparently angered by 
his meeting with Hoss. stopped 
Simpson's car at the museum 
crossing linking East and West 
Beirut. They tried to prevent the 
diplomat from returning to his 
residence in the Christian sector. 

But he was later driven safely 
through roads controlled by 
units of Aoun's regular Army, 
said a police spokesman who ins- 
isted on anonymity. 

Refused 

Both Hoss and Aoun have 
summoned envoys of all five per- 
manent member states of the 
United Nations Security Council 
— the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Britain, France and 
China — to meetings today and 
tomorrow apparently seeking 
recognition of their govern- 
ments. 

Political sources said the 
future of Aoun's six-man 
military cabinet was uncertain 
after the three Muslim members 
named by Gemayel refused to 
join. 

Aoun, 53, appeared set to 
press on after declaring that he

Rajiv withdraws 
defamation bill 


NEW DELHI, Sept 23, (AP): 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
yesterday withdrew a bill against 
defamation that journalists and. 
opposition politicians had den- 
ounced as an attempt at censor- 
ship. 

The withdrawal was quickly 
hailed as a victory for journalists. 

The government had said the 
proposed legislation was desig- 
ned to protect people from irre- 
sponsible journalism, but Indian 
newspapers bad denounced it as 
“fascist” and “undemocratic” 
and said it was an attempt to 
muzzle the press followinga year 
of reports of alleged kickbacks 
involving defence contracts. 

Misgivings 

Prithvis Chakravartby, a sen- 
ior editor of the Calcutta-based, 
Bengali-language newspaper 
Aaikal and* member of the 
Editor's Guild of India, said: 
“We praise ail good deeds by the 
1 government. This withdrawal is 
one of the few good acts commit- 
ted by the government in a long 
time, and we welcome it” 

In a written statement issued 
yesterday afternoon by the Prime 
Minister’s Office, Rajiv said he 
was withdrawing thebiH because 
“it has aroused misapprehen- 
sions and misgivings" among 
“the press and sections of the 
public.” 

The statement said the act 


would not be translated into law 
in order to conduct a “wider and 
fuller national debate” on the 
issue of defamation. 

Prominent Indians, including, 
some of Rajiv’s friends, have 
'been accused of receiving 
milli ons of dollars to make it 
easier to win bids for Sweden’s 
Bofors artillery guns and West 
German submarines. Rajiv him- 
self has denied receiving any 
money, and a government 
inquiry failed to note any wrong- 
doing. 

Rajiv's statement said the 
issue of defamation still must be 
resolved. 

In the statement yesterday he 
said, “the freedom and rights of 
the individual are ... sacred. It is 
this that makes the issue of 
defamation serious.” 

The defamation bill was pas- 
sed by the Lok Sabha, the lower , 
bouse of India’s Parliament, on 
Aug 30, but it still required a vote 
by the Rajya Sabha, or upper 
bouse. 

Concept 

Rajiv’s statement makes the 
Rajya Sabha's debate unneces- 
sary. 

“The withdrawal is an act of a. 
democratic government, work-' 
ing in an atmosphere of accom- 
modation. towards a : system of 
consentual politics,” -a Foreign 
Ministry official told reporters. 
He spoke on condition of anpn- 
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ymity, in keeping with govern- 
ment practice. 

The proposed law would have 
expanded the concept of defama- 
tion and would have negated any 
presumption of innocence by 
journalists or others making dis- 
closures construed as 
defamatory. 

“In keeping with our heritage 
and traditions, we have decided 
not to make the defamation bill, 
1988, into law,” Rajiv's 
statement said. “We have no 
intention of curbing, in any way, 
the freedom of the press.” 

' But it also said: “In course of 
time, government may, if neces- 
sary, create a suitable forum to 
cany forward the dialogue in a 
spirit of understanding and co- 
operation.” 

“The forum will include rep- 
resentatives of all those who 
might be affected by such a law,” 
said asenior government official, 
who spoke on condition of anon- 
ymity. 


Iran starts clearing mines in Gulf 


MANAMA, Sept 23, (Agencies): 
Iran says its naval units will con- 
tinue clearing mines from the 
waters of the Gulf through 
Maui, but warned mariners yes- 
terday to be on their guard lest 
some mines escape its dragnet. 

Iranian Rear Adm. Moham- 
ad Hussein Malekzadegan said 
the minesweeping operations, 
which Iran initiated yraterday as 
a gesture of goodwill following 
last month’s ceasefire in thelran- 
Iraq war, may last until next 
March “because the area to be 
(covered) is quite extensive.” 

The Iranian Navy boss warned 
mariners, however, that, “it was 
likely a few mines might wade 
search and remain in inter- 
national waters ... despite the 
IsJamic republic’s minute inspec- 


tion.” 

The admiral’s comments to 
the official Islamic Republic- 
News; Agency appeared to be a 
warning to US and allied war- 
ships in the region not to blame 
Iran if they strike mines. 

Fault 

“Malekzadegan is trying to 
tell the Americans, that if they 
strike a mine this time, it’s not 
Iran's fault, and there should be 
no retaliation,” one Gulf-based 
diplomat said. 

Meanwhile a second Iraqi tan- 
ker sailed through the Gulf to 
Iraq yesterday to resume oil' 
export shipments, choked off 
during the eight years of the Iran- 
Iraqwar. 

An official source, quoted by 
the Iraqi News Agency INA, said 


the tanker Baba-Kerker passed 
unimpeded through the Strait of 
Hormuz and would take on a 
cargo of crude at one of Iraq's 
southern Gulf ports. 

Arms 

Iranian Defence Minister 
Mohammad-Hussein Jalali said 
on Wednesday Iran could make 
many of its own arms and did not 
need the help of foreign military 
experts. 


. The Iranian news agency 
IRNA quoted Jalali as telling a 
news conference Iran had built a 


military aircraft, a helicopter and 
a Navy tug without foreign aid, 
showing its ingenuity. 

Iran could make its own spare 
parts for tanks and artillery and 
had started a missile production 
line last year, Jalali said. 


Tokyo tops 
expensive 
cities 

ZURICH. Sept 23, (KUNA): 
The world’s most expensive city 
is Tokyo, followed by the 
capitals of the Scandinavian 
countries, then Zurich and Gen- 
eva in Switzerland, according to 
a study by the Union Bank of 
Switzerland. 

Its survey of living costs and 
salary levels in 52dtiessaid that a 
basket of goods and services 
which in Tokyo would cost 
$2,291 would cost just $980 in 
bottom-ranked Bombay. 

The most expensive Arab city 
in the survey was Abu Dhabi, 
where an equivalent range of 
goods and services would cost 
$1,076, followed by Jeddah and 
Manama at $1,063 and 51,031 
respectively. Kuwait was not 
covered in the study. 

Salary levels, after deductions 
for tax and obligatory soda! ben- 
efits, were the highest in Zurich 
and Geneva, followed by Los 
Angeles, Tokyo, New York and 
Frankfurt, the bank said. 

A Zurich secretary could 
expect to earn $23,480 a year 
after tax and state deductions, 
compared to $13,100 in London 
or a mere $1 ,51 8 in Bombay. 

Salaries 

Out of the Arab dties, salaries 
were highest in Manama, where a 
secretary would earn approx- 
imately $1 3,600 a year, followed 
by Jeddah, $11,710, and Abu 
Dhabi, where the net salary was 
roughly 58,610. 

Hotel costs were the highest in 
London, where an international- 
class hotel would charge $350 for 
two people with breakfast, foll- 
owed by Jakarta, Indonesia, at 
$267 and Paris, at $258. 

In the Gulf Abu Dhabi was the 
most expensive at $ 1 56 followed 
by Manama $110 and Jeddah 
$97. 

The world's cheapest inter- 
national-class hotels were in 
Lagos, at $71 , Johannesburg $73 
and Kuala Lumpur $75, the 
Swiss bank said.

Shevardnadze 
holds talks 
with Shultz 

WASH 1NGTON. Sept 23, ( AP): 
Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze held nearly three 
hours of talks today at the State 
Department. 

US officials had anticipated a 
proposal that interim limits be 
placed on the most potent US 
and Soviet long-range nuclear 
weapons. The proposal by Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev was 
designed to maintain momen- 
tum in aims control efforts as 
President Reagan nears the end 
of his final term. 

It was sent to Washington 
before Shevardnadze held talks 
with Secretary of State George 
Shultz on a wide range of arms- 
control measures, human rights 
‘and regional problems. 

“We made some progress,” 
Shevardnadze told reporters as 
he returned for a second day to 
.the State Department. 

The Soviet foreign minister 
also met with Vice-President 
George Bush, who is a candidate 
to succeed Reagan and has been 
touting his foreign policy 
experience. 

Shevardnadze bolstered 
those claims by saying after the 
meeting that Bush “has been 
involved in all high-level discus- 
sions,” between the super- 
powers.

Naim Suleymanoglu, the Turk- 
ish Hercules who smashed all his 
world weightlifting records on 
the way to an Olympic gold, is 
worth his weight in gold. 

A team official said a Turkish 
bank had given the Olympic 
featherweight champion 343-1/2 
gold coins to mark fus victory — 
one for each kg in his world 
record total lift. 

Suleymanoglu, who defected 
from Bulgaria two years ago, 
gave Turkey their first Olympic 
gold medal in 20 years. 

He is due to fly home 
tomorrow in Turkish Prime 
Minister Turgut OzaJ's private 
plane. 

A hero’s welcome awaits 
Suleymanoglu as well as a house, 
a car and $1,000 monthly salary 
for the next four years, the 
official said.

Explosions, fire rock 
North Sea oil rig 


ABERDEEN, Scotland, Sept 
23, (Reuter): All but one of 67 
crewmen on a North Sea oil rig 
were rescued after it was set 
ablaze by natural gas that bub- 
bled to the surface and exploded , 
the British Coast Guard said. 

Mel Miller, drilling superin- 
tendent for tbe US Atlantic Rich- 
field Company (ARCO), said 66 
workers on its semi-submersible 
Ocean Odyssey escaped unhurt 
because they were ordered to don 
survival suits as soon as the gas 
was detected. 

Two explosions and fire rip- 
ped through the rig yesterday, 
100 miles from the Scottish coast 
Survivor Jim Murphy, 42, said he 
saw at least 10 men leap for their 
lives into the sea. 

“We had a lot of gas and it was 
difficult to control,” Murphy 
told reporters. “We lowered the 
(life) boat to the water and bub- 
ble of gas came up with a sheet of 
flame/* 


Less than three months ago. 
167 men were killed in the North 
Sea’s worst drilling disaster when 
a blast tore through Occidental 
Petroleum’s Pipe Alpha plat- 
form after a gas pipe leak. 

“It would appear that all but 
one of the crew survived," com- 
mander Derek Ancona of the 
Aberdeen Coast Guard's search 
and rescue unit said about the 
Ocean Odyssey fire. 

ARCO said in a statement it 
did not know the fate of the miss- 
ing crew member, a 25-year-old 
radio operator.

Miller told a news conference 
in Aberdeen the rig had been 
drilling for oil at a depth of more 
than 16,00 feet( 4,900 metres) 
when it bored into a pocket of 
liigh-pressure gas.

The bill, approved 375 to 30 
yesterday, would increase penal- 
ties for . illegal drug use and 
provide an additional $2 billion 
in federal funds in the focal year 
that begins Oct 1 to help law 
enforcement agencies fight drug 
dealers and for drug education 
and treatment programmes. . 

With drug use and related 
crimes up sharply ail across the 
country, members of both par- 
ties are trying to show that they 
are tougher against drugs than 
their opponents before the Nov 8 
presidential and congressional 
elections.

The militant Sinhalese Peo- 
ple's Liberation Front was res- 
ponsible for ISO murders and 
Tamil insurgents killed 81 peo- 
ple, said Jayawickreme, who 
acted as leader of the house while 
Prime Minister Ranasinghe 
Premadasa is Louring China. 

By a vote of 101 to five the 
Parliament agreed to extend the 
emergency measures. Sixty-two 
members were notpresent for the 
vote.

They said doctors had also 
been unsuccessful in treating 
Hirohito's jaundice. 

Chief cabinet secretary Keizo 
Obuchi said the Emperor had a 
short conversation with his son 
Crown Prince Akihito, who took 
over all Hirohito’s state duties 
yesterday and later briefly wan- 
ted a television programme. 

Drip 

Court officials said the 
Emperor may soon be given a 
high-calorie intravenous drip to 
stave off malnutrition. He has 
eaten nothing but two small 
pieces of ice since be collapsed on 
Monday. 

.Obuchi said that the Imperial 
Household Agency had been 
told to release full details of the 
Emperor’s condition as soon as 
they become available.

US halts aid to Burma 


WASHINGTON. Sept 23, 
(Agencies): The United Stales is 
cutting off all aid except emer- 
gency humanitarian assistance 
to Burma,' where leaders of a 
military coup have ruthlessly 
suppressed pro-democracy 
protesters, the Stale Department 
said. 

“In light of the current unset- 
tled political conditions in 
Burma, we are unable to con- 
tinue our assistance programmes 
here for the time being,” spokes- 
man Rudi Boone said last night. 

“Accordingly, we are halting 
further aid other than emergency 
humanitarian assistance unul 
conditions permit a resump- 
tion,” he said, reading from a 
State Department statement. 
“We look forward to renewing 
co-operation with Burma and 
the Burmese people.” 

Boone estimated US aid to 
Burma to be about SI 2.3 million, 
but hedid not know how much of 
the aid was for emergency 
humanitarian assistance. 

White House spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwater has said aid to 
Burma totals about $14 million,

Call for more monetary 
help for Afghanistan 


GENEVA. Sept 23, (Reuter): 
The United Nations has called 
for increased pledges toward its 
programme to help Afghan 
refugees return home and rebuild 
their country after nine years of 
war. 

The programme co-ordinator. 
Prince Sadruddin Aga Khan, 
told a news conference he had 
received pledges for only S97 
million, eight per cent of the 
estimated $1.1 66-billion cost of 
the programme over the next 18 
months. 

Sadruddin has identified 
needs for the three years after 
that, costing about S840 million. 

“This is an opportunity for the 
United Nations and the inter- 
national community to show 
that after nearly a decade of cruel 
conflict there is something called 
solidarity,” he said. 

Commitments 

Donors will have the chance to 
announce new commitments at a 
pledging conference UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar plans to hold on Oct 
12 in New York. The original 
appeal was launched in June. 

Sadruddin expressed the hope 
that by the end of 1988 pledges 
would total close to $500 million

“Our armed forces reported 
that in many areas the insurgents 
are bent on controlling the elec- 
toral process, resorting to force 
and violence if necessary, and 
that many lives will again be 
lost," she told reporters. 

More than 100 people died in 
elections last January for provin- 
cial governors and mayors. The 
military blamed much of the 
violence on insurgents.

There were no immediate 
reports of injuries. 

The clash broke out at Korea 
University in eastern Seoul, two 
miles (three km) from Tong- 
daeraun stadium, where Olympic 
soccer matches are played.

The violence was sparked by 
the arrest last nighi of Oh Yong- 
Shik. student body president of 
Korea University and president 
of the powerful national coali- 
tion of student organisations, an 
umbrella student activist group 
that spearheads anti-govern- 
ment protests.

He said it would make all 
efforts to “ensure the success of 
projects being undertaken with 
loans and assistance from 
abroad." 

A number of foreign govern- 
ments have threatened to cut off 
aid to Burma, one of the 10 
poorest countries in the world, 
because of the violent repression 
of demonstrations.

Japanese tankers sailing 
to Kuwait terminal again

OVERSEAS telephone charges 
will go down effective Oct 1, 


according to Khalid A1 Houti, 
assistant undersecretary at the 
Ministry of Communications. 

Overseas call charges are 
expected to be slashed by half 
during non-peak hours (at night) 
and on holidays. The actual 
reductions, which will vary from 
one country to another, will be 
announced shortly. 

There had been considerable 
pressure to introduce half-rates 
during non-peak hours. Houti 
said the charges will vary from 
country to country “because of 
mutually agreed rates by Kuwait 
and the other countries." 

Meanwhile, subscribers have 
been complaining about delays 
in getting telephone connections 
in Farwaniya and a new suburb 


“known as A1 Uyoun. A1 Houti 
said the ministry is aware of their* 
problems and is trying to expand 
and upgrade services. 

Hundreds of subscribers are 
still waiting for connections in 
the Farwaniya area. Ai Houti 
said: "If we have about 600 lines 
the demand is for 3,000 in Far- 


waniya" 

Now the ministry is diverting 
telephone lines to the newly ins- 
talled Juleeb Al Shiyookh 
exchange, which has a surplus of 
over 10,000 lines, he said. 

By April next year, the minis- 
try will be able to provide nearly 
10,000 more telephone lines to 
Farwaniya area, he said. 

Al Houti admitted that the 
present exchanges are being 
under-utilised ana are working 
below capacity. The capacity at 
new exchanges in south Saba- 
hiya, Shuwaikh and Juleeb Al 


Shiyookh is nearly 90,000. 
According to a reliable source, 
there arc only 10,000 lines at 
some exchanges. 

AJ Houti explained that ins- 
tallation of exchanges takes 
about 18 months. But laying 
underground cables takes much 
longer because it involves work- 
ing on land owned by several 
ministries. The work on what is 
known as the “rehabilitation net- 
work," or simply upgrading, is 
already under way, he said. 

The upgrading of the under- 
ground cable network has cost 
the ministry KD 21 million. “We 
are developing 80 per cent of all 
telephone services in Kuwait," 
he said.

minesweeper 


BRUSSELS, Sept23, (AP* Bel- 
gium will withdraw its last 
remaining minesweeper in the 
Gulf by the end of the year. 
Defence Minister Guy Coeme 
said yesterday. 

His announcement came exac- 
tly one year after two Belgian 
minesweepers — the Breydel and 
the Bovesae — and the supply 
ship Zinnia left for the Gulf to 
help keep that waterway clear of 
mines at the height of the Iran- 
Iraq war. 

The three ships operated in the 
waterway as part of a Bdgo- 
Dutch minesweeping and hunt- 
ing flotilla, but have sinoe retur- 
ned home and have been 
replaced by another mines- 
weeper, the Crocus. 

“The situation in the Gulf 
today is such that our ships can 
come home,” a Defence Ministry 
spokesman said, referring to the 
end of Lbe Iran-iraq afar. 

Coeme, visiting Belgian Army 
units at NATO's annual fall 
manoeuvers in eastern Belgium, 
said the Crocus, would likely 
return home by mid-November.

Scientists 


spiil in the 


dispel fears of oil 
Gulf of Oman 


MUSCAT, Sept 23, (AP); US 
scientists have dispelled fears of a 
major oil spill in the Gulf of 
Oman after thousands of dead 
fish were washed ashore along 
the coast of Oman this week. 

The scientists at Muscat's 
Marine Science and Fisheries 
Centre said yesterday that 
laboratory tests showed that the 
fish died of oxygen depletion 
caused by a sharp proliferation 
of phytoplankton — micros- 
copic single-cell plants — follow- 
ing an ups welling, a major shift in 
the marine environment. 

“An upswelling occurs when 
the top layer of water moves due 
to wind activity, causing water 
from the depths to rise to the 
surface, bringing with it 
nutrients such as phosphates and 
nitrates,” a marine centre spok- 


esman said. He cannot be named 
under centre regulations. 

“These encourage the growth 
of phytoplankton which multi- 
ply at a tremendous rate, using 
up oxygen reserves,” he added. 

■ “The overall effect was that 
fish could not survive in an 
oxygen-depleted environment. 
Upswdlings also bring up cooler 
water which can adversely affect 
fish because of the sudden 
change in temperature," he said. 

Alarm 


“Ordinarily upswellings are 
good for the ecosystem as they 
maintain tbe food chain, the big 
fish feeding on zooplankton 
which feed on phytoplankton. 
But a disproportionate number 
of the l^ter could upset the 
balance," the spokesman said. 


Tbe oil spiff alarm was raised 
by villagers who reported large 
numbers of dead lobsters, eels 
and fish washed up on beaches 
and a discolouration of coastal 
waters. 

Oman's 1,063-mile (1,700 
kilometre) coast lies on the busy 
tanker lanes from the Gulf 

The US marine scientists are 
under contract to develop 
Oman’s fisheries research 
programme which includes con- 
servation, ecology, oceanogra- 
phy, biological research, food;

Dukakis campaign 
faltering in Texas 


By Jeff Franks 


HOUSTON, (Reuter): Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate 
Michael Dukakis' campaign for 
the Nov 8 election is in trouble in 
Texas — a crucial state because 
no Democrat has won the 
presidency without carrying 
Texas. 

According to opinion polls 
and political experts, Dukakis is 
faltering because Texans dislike 
his liberal image and he has failed 
to win the confidence of the local 
oil industry. 

The opinion polls show the 
race is still competitive, but they 
also indicate a slowly widening 
lead for the Republican can- 
didate, Vice-President George 
Bush. Some recent surveys say 
Bush is ahead by as much as 10 
points in Texas. 

Similar findings in neighbour- 
ing Louisiana, another oil- 
producing state with a troubled 
economy, indicate that Dukakis 
has not been able to capitalise as 
much as he would like on the oil 
industry's unhappiness with the 
Reagan administration. 

Lead 

Bush's lead is not insurmoun- 
table, but political experts told 
Reuters that Dukakis must do 
something to inspire more enth- 
usiasm if he is to nave a chance in 
the region. 

“It's still close enough that 
anything can happen, but the 
state is clearly leaning toward 
George Bush,'' said James Dyer 
of Texas AM University's public 
policy resources laboratory. 

No Democrat has won the 


presidency without carrying 
Texas, whic! 


which accounts for 29 of 
the 270 electoral votes needed to 
win the election. Louisiana has 
10 electoral votes. 


The winner of the popular vote 
in a state captures all of the states 


electoral votes. Texas, which is 
home to both Bush and 
Democratic - -Vice-Presidential 
candidate Senator Lloyd Bent- 
sen, has the third largest block of 
electoral votes. 

Incompatibility 
The selection of Bentsen as his 
running mate has helped Duk- 
akis in Texas, but political 
analysts say the Massachusetts 
governor is being dragged down 
by basic philosophical incom- 
patibility with Texas voters. 

Bush has hurt Dukakis by suc- 
cessfully branding his rival as a 


‘'classic 1960s style liberal." . 

“Gun control, the death pen- 
alty, the pledge of allegiance, 
furloughs for criminals ... those 
issues have hurt Dukakis,” Dyer 
said in reference to Bush’s sug- 
gestions that the Democrat cod- 
dles criminals and is insufficien- 
tly patriotic. 

Dukakis has compounded the 
problem by not responding well, 
political experts said. 

“I think he’s being out-issued. 
They are letting the Republicans 
define the issue, which is the car- 
dinal sin of any presidential cam- 
paign,” said Austin-based 
political consultant George 
Christian, who served as White 
House press secretary to 
Democratic President Lyndon 
Johnson. 

Mistake 

Christian said Dukakis made a 
mistake by citing constitutional 
arguments in defence of his 1977 
veto of a measure that would 
have required his state's school 
teachers to recite the Pledge of 
Allegiance to the US flag. 

“He needs to face the patriot- 
ism issue squarely instead of 
being legalistic about it,” Chris- 
tian said. 

And Dukakis has generally 
failed to allay doubts among oil 
industry leaders that he under- 
stands their problems. 

Many in the energy industry 
have complained bitterly about 
thepolides of the Reagan admin- 
istration, which led to early 
optimism for the Dukakis ticket 
when be selected Bentsen, who is 
a favourite of oil and gas 
producers. 

Opposes 

But Dukakis opposes fees on 
oil imports and is an outspoken 
critic of offshore drilling— plac- 
ing himself on the wrong side of 
both issues as far as the oil indus- 
try is concerned. 

Oilmen are personally comfor- 
table with Bush* who spent his 
- early adult .years in the Texas oil 
drilling business. 

“Bush knows the energy 
industry and can create a better 
climate for the independent 
Dukakis does not know anything 
about energy,” said Houston 
ndependent oilman Michael 
Halbouty. 

For Dukakis to win in Texas 
he needs a bigger than usual 
turnout from Hispanics and 
blacks, who generally vote 
heavily Democratic. 


New Haitian leader 


is a shrewd operator 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, (Reuter): 
Lieutenant-General Prosper 
Avril, Haiti's new leader, is a 
shrewd tactician who man- 
oeuvred himself into positions of 
trust in successive governments, 
and then used his power to take 
over the nation. 

In Haiti's second coup in less 
than three months, Avril pro- 
claimed himself president in a 
nationwide address on Sunday, 
saying he accepted the respon- 
sibility “to save the country from 
anarchy and chaos.” 

Avril. 50, was head of personal 
security for former dictator Jean- 
Claude Duvalier. but was dismis- 
sed by then Interior Minister 
Roger Lafontant. 

After Duvalier fled Haiti in 
February 1 986, Avril retained an 
important post in the interim 
military government, being 
named inspector of the presiden- 
tial guard. 

Close 

He was regarded as very dose 
to Lieutenant General Henri 
Namphy, who headed the 
interim government for two 
years until February 1988 when 
civilian president Leslie Manigat 
took over. 

ManigaL who lost out in a 
power struggle with the military 
and was ousted by Namphy in a 
June 19 coup, is said by political 
sources to have miscalculated 
when he removed Avril from his 
post and gave him a mainly hon- 
orary appointment. 

Avril was said to have been 
infuriated at being given the job 
of head of military attaches, and 
he played a key role in the coup 
which toppled Manigat. 

After fleeing Haiti, Manigat 
said Avril had been the leader of 
the coup. Political sources agree, 
saying Namphy had not even 
been aware that a coup was being 
plotted until late on June 1 9 when 
Avril presented him with the 
presidency. 

Military sources said Avril is 
probably the most intelligentand 
influential military officer. 


though this is the first time he will 
have wielded direct power. 

Political sources said Avril was 
favoured by Washington among 
Haiti's military leaders and 
visited the United States on Sept 
4. The purpose of the visit was 
not clear, the sources said. 

In Washington, a State Depar- 
tment spokesman said on Sun- 
day it was too soon to say what 
the US position towards the 
Avril government would be.“We 
are still examining the composi- 
tion of the new government,” he 
said. 

Avril's ability to survive the 
shifting alliances in Haitian 
government saw him topple his 
one-time ally Namphy and join 
forces with Colonel Jean Claude 
Paul, a long-time rival of Nam- 
phy . 

Paul was seen alongside Avril 
at the nationwide address on 
Su nday, tho ugh he did no c speak . 

The new leader's initial 
statements have been cautiously 
welcomed by the United States, 
which some political sources in 
Haiti believe encouraged the 
coup against Namphy. 

Tensions 

Avril's visit to the United 
States on Sept 4 was viewed as 
significant, since it came as ten- 
sions within the Army were at a 
new high and rumours of an 
imminent coup were common- 
place. 

“We have found the first 
statement made by Prosper Avril 
to be hopeful,” a US embassy 
spokesman said in Port-Au- 
Prince. 

Diplomatic sources said Avril 
is likely to be tough on the feared 
Tonton Macoutes, the secret 
police set up by Francois “Papa 
Doc” Duvalier in the 1950s. 

They noted that Avril was 
fired under Jean-Claude 
Duvalier by Lafontant, a noted 
Macoute militant. 

The US embassy spokesman 
said Washington looked on Avril 
to work on human rights, 
improving the economy, moving 
towards civilian govemmen i and 
fighting drug traffic. 


Presidential plebiscite approaches 

Chileans get breath of freedom

SANTIAGO, (Renter): A 

Chilean policeman's club des- 
cends on the head of a defenceless 
demonstrator in a slow-motion 
camera shot 

The widow of one of hundreds 
of Chileans who “disappeared” 
during the long years of military 
rule dances alone, holding only a 
white handkerchief. 

Television viewers are now 
seeing scenes like these, a sudden, 
painful glimpse of another sideof 
Chilean life, after 1 5 years during 
which Chilean television stations 
aired virtually only what the 
military government wanted. 

Slogans 

The approch of a presidential 
plebiscite on Oct 5, in which 
Chileans mil decide whether to 
grant President Augusto Pino- 
chet eight more years in power, 
has brought a breath of unaccus- 
tomed political freedom. 

The single-candidate poll is 
the first chance Chileans will 
have to issue a verdict on Pino- 
chet, 72, who came to power in a 
1973 coup. Every day recently, 
supporters and foes of the gen- 
eral have staged rival protests on 
Santiago streets. 

Walls are daubed with 


slogans, and street vendors tout- 
ing badges bearing the words 
“si” or “no" do a roaring trade. 

But it is on television, where 
opposition faces have rarely 
appeared in 15 years, that the 
impact has been most remarka- 
ble. 

The images and views parade 
across the screen for only 1 5 min- 
utes, the time allotted to the 
opposition by electoral laws, but 
they have packed a powerful 
emotional punch. 

Charges of human rights 
abuse, police violence and the 
social cost of economic develop- 
ment have been thrown into the 
propaganda mix, along with 
jokes and songs as the opposition 
attempts to pereuade Chileans to 
vote “no” to Pinochet. 

“They are saying things which 
the people are just not accus- 
tomed to hearing. It is strong 
emotional fare,” said one 40- 
year-old businessman. 


At least 1,500 people, mainly 
the coup which 


leftists, died in 
toppled the elected Marxist 
government of Salvador AUende 
of Sept 11, 1973. According to 


the Roman Catholic Church, 600 
more “disappeared” between 
1974 and 197(5. 

When the broadcasts began on 
Sept 5, the official start of the 
campaig n t human rights activists 
criticised the opposition for 
treading too softly on these 
issues. But as the television spots 
continual, the tone toughened. 

“Both these men are Chileans. 
They both want pece,” read the 
caption over olne image of a 
policeman dubbing a cowering 
demonstrator. 

“The programmes are deig- 
ned to be happy and optimistic 
while posing the delicate themes 
with dignity,” said Genaro 
Arriagada, secretary-general of 
the “Qmunand for the No,” 
grouping 16 opposition parties 
campaigning to defeat Pinochet. 

The show is not aired until 
around 11 pm, but audience 
figures show over four million 
Chileans, more than half the 
country's electorate, have tuned 
in. The potential impact has not 
been lost on the government's 
campaign organisers. 

In the government campaign 


propaganda, the opposition 
theme song, “Chile, happiness is 
coming,” accompanies scenes of 
street violence, underlying the 
pro-Pinochet forces' message — 
that the opposition represent 
political chaos. 

Trailing 

Opinion polls, carried out 
before the campaign began, tend 
to show Pinochet trailing in 
major cities, although the 
military fares better in the 
smaller towns and rural areas. 

If he fails to win 50 percent of 
the vote, Pinochet will remain in 
power for another year during 
which he must call a multi^can- 
didate presidential election. 

But the military government, 
which views the plebiscite as 
marking Chile's transition to 
democracy, has made dear there 
are limits to its tolerance. 

When the opposition attemp- 
ted to show an interview in which 
a local judge accused the Chilean 
secret police of torturing cap- 
tured leftist guerrillas, the 
programme was barred. 1 

“IL reminds us that we are fac- 
ing a dictatorship and not a fair 


electoral figjit,” said socialist, 
leader Richardo Lagos. 

The military's decision to 
thfrow .open .the doors of telev- 
ision, was one of a series of moves 
aimed at creating a more 
democratic image for Pinochet, 
who has ruled Chile longer than 

in 


any one smee im 
1818. . 


But even, without emergency 
decrees, -the government has 
enough rules on the books to 
control demonstrations. . 

Until recently, police would 
have rapidly broken up any 
political meeting but now they 
wmch patiently as pro- andanti- 
Pinochct groups march in San- 
tiago.

International efforts may be made 
to tackle Bangladesh floods

BANGLADESHI Minister of 
planning A.K. Khandakar has 
expressed hope that inter- 
national action to prevent more 
devastating floods in the south 
Asian country will be taken by 
the end of the year. 

Speaking to the Arab Times 
during a stopover in Kuwait on 
Thursday, Khandakar said he 
hopes an initiative will be laun- 
ched soon to ensure regional co- 
operation and international sup- 
port for flood control efforts. 

Khandakar said the United 
Nations is considering a meeting 
in November to discuss floods in 
Bangladesh. 

The world's top experts are 
working to pinpoint the causes of 
the floods in Bangladesh in a 
study sponsored by the govern- 
ment of Bangladesh and the 
United Nations Development 
Programme (UNDP), Khan- 
dakar said. This year's floods 
have been the worst in the history 
of Bangladesh. 

Experts have said that the 
recent floods were mainly caused 
by rainfall in northeast India 
draining through Bangladesh. 
Managing water flow from the 
melting snows of the Himalayas 


and preventing annual floods in 
the lowlands of Bangladesh 
would also involve India, Nepal 
and China where rivers winch 
overflow in Bangladesh origin- 
ate. 

Khandakar said the World 
Bank offered to help but no con- 
crete proposal has been made as 
yet. The Asian Development 
Bank is also exploring ways of 
assisting Bangladesh, he said. 

“1 am confident that once the 
regional co-operation is establi- 
1 shed and the causes of the floods 
are established the financing to 
tackle the problem at its roots 
should be coming,” he said. 

He said that the international 
community can help the coun- 
tries in the region devise a flood 
control system. 

He also appealed to the inter- 
national community for aid to 
repair the damage caused by 
floods. 

“Massive effort and resources 
are needed both in short and 
medium term,” he added. “But 
above all it is important that the 
world understands the mag- 
nitude of the devastation caused 
by the floods.” 

Khandakar said that relief aid 
is reaching all parts of the coun- 
try with boats and helicopters 


distributing food and medicines 
in different regions. 

“There hasn't been a single 
death due to starvation," hesaid. 

Thousands of medical teams, 
foreign and Bangladeshi, are 
working round the clock to 
prevent disease from spreading. 

He said that the Bangladeshi 
government decided against 
diverting development funds to 
flood control, fearing that such 
action would create a series of 
problems resulting in time and 
cost overruns. 

Most of Bangladesh's infra- 
structure projects completed in 
the last 12 years have been 
severely damaged by the floods. 

The government plans for 
flood protection facilities are 
based on information pertaining 
to the most devastating flood in 
the past 30 years. But the mag- 
nitude of this and last year's 
floods proved to be well outside 
the official projections, Khan- 
dakar said. 

Efforts are now focused on 
feeding the nation and managing 
health problems. Plans are also 
being made to carry out extensive 
dredging, rebuild embankment 
dams and increase the level of- 
roads and railways. This can be 
only done with help from

abroad, Khandakar said. 

“The international commun- 
ity must help us. We hope that 
friendly countries will come for- 
ward with further aid offers,” he 
said. 

Khandakar expressed 
gratitude to Kuwait which sent 
relief aid to Bangladesh during 
last and this year's floods. He 
said he hopes Kuwait would also 
assist with reconstruction 
projects in the future. 

The country ism need of food, 
medicines, machinery and funds 
to build schools, hospitals and 
houses. Two million eight hun- 
dred private homes have been 
destroyed in the floods, Khan- 
dakar said.

France has given Sihanouk the 
keys to the former Kampuchean 
ambassador’s residence to sym- 
bolise its backing for the Prince’s 
peace efforts.

“France has been good 
enough to allow me to set up my 
home here and to give me firm 
and total support for tine last 
battle, the last crusade of ray life 
for ... an independent, neutral 
and united Kampuchea,” the 


prince said in a recent statement. 

"This will be my permanent 
base from now on,” he added. 

The mansion in the leafy 
Avenue Charles Floquet on the 
left bank of the Seine has been 
empty since France broke off 
relations with Kampuchea, then 
ruled by the extremist Khmer 
Rouge. 

The eubullient prince is 
scheduled to meet Hun Sen, 
prime minister of the Viet- 
namese-backed administration 
which drove out the Khmer 
Rouge in 1 979, at themansion on 
Nov 5. 

Sihanouk resigned as head of 
the three-party Chinese-backed 
rebel coalition — which includes 
the Khmer Rogue — in July but 
remains the symbol abroad of a 
resurgent Kampuchea. His 
spokesman. Khek Sysoda, said 
the prince would still spend part 
of each yearin Asia. 

France does not officially 
recognise any of the warring 
Kampuchean factions, but its 
decision to give Sihanouk the 
keys to the mansion was widely 
seen as an endorsement of his 
peace efforts. 


“France gave Sihanouk the 
keys to the embassy residence 
because he is seen as a symbol of 
the Khmer people,” a foreign 
ministry spokeswoman said. 

Hun Sen, prime minister of the 
government set up after the 
country was invaded by neigh- 
bouring Vietnam, has already 
met Sihanouk twice in the past 
year for peace talks at hotels near 
Paris. 

Their efforts have gained 
momentum since Vietnam, 
under pressure from its super- 
power backer the Soviet Union, 
pledged to withdraw its 100,000- 
man Army by 1990,

China has named the Kampu- 
chean conflict as the last barrier 
to a superpower summit between 
Kremlin chief Mikhail Gorba- 
chev and China's senior leader, 
Deng Xiaoping.

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Sky-high ivory prices attract poachers

| FOR a. woman who is just set- 
ting out on what promises to be 
a gruelling,- life-long crusade, 
Cynthia Moss is very relaxed. 

'Neat, smiling and with none 
of the wild-eyed look which 
marks the fanatic, this author 
.’and journalist is taking on the 
task on telling the world about 
the, fate of her much-loved 
African elep h ants, which she 
has studied . eyeball - to-ey eball 
for more than 18 years. • 

“The figures speak for them- 
selves,” she says. “The number 
of elephants is halving every 
eight to ten years. In 1979 there 
were 1.3 million elep han t^ in 
Africa. Now there are fewer 
than 740,000. And illegal kill- 
ing is entirely to blame. This is a 
rpoaching problem, fuelled by 
the demand for ivory, which is 
currently reaching nearly £33 a 
pound.” She admits that the 
elephants axe a long way from 
being an endangered species. 
But she is sure that they are 
losing their centuries of ‘family 
knowledge' which has. taught 
them where to. go in their end- 
less search for food, water and 
safety. 

Cynthia feels close to her ele- 
phants. In Kenya's Amboseti 
National Park, she has seen 
them grow from new-born 
calves to early adulthood — 
under ideal conditions they 
live for 70 years — and has seen 
skittish young female mature 
into canny matriarchs with the 
weight of responsibility on their 
shoulders. *

book, .Elephant Memories she 
describes the tremendous thrill 
she still gets from watching her 
elephants greeting one another 
after they - have been apart.

Once you know elephants, that 
is just as appalling.”

year,” she says. 

“When you realise that even 
a small pair of tusks is worth 
double that amount, you can 
see why they are so easily 
corrupted. And the tusks will be 
worth ten times as much on the 
open market.''

“Burundi, in Central Africa, 
has no elephants of its own, but 
most of the illicit ivory is passed 
through the shops of two 
traders there, and goes on its 
way. well laundered, to the 
Gulf.

ornaments, which need no 
documents at all.*' 

Cynthia now has a divided 
life: Months in the bush, with 
the family of Tuskless, Tonie, 
Tilly, Toby, Tim and the rest, 
followed by lough tours in 
America and Europe, making 
people aware of the elephants' 
plight. 

Meanwhile fanners are 
pushing their way into elephant 
country and elephan is continue 
to be slaughtered in horrifying 
numbers. In the vast Selous 
Game Reserve in Tanzania, 
almost unpopulated by 
humans because of disease 
carried by the tsetse fly, the 
22,000 square miles had 
1 10,000elephants in 1976. Now 
there are ouly 35,000. And the 
killing goes on, prompted by 
booming ivory prices, which 
have gone up from £1 a pound 
to £35 a pound in 20 years. 

Most of the elephants which 
survive the poachers' attacks 
are young, tusldess animals, 
too immature to know all the 
skills of life in the wild when 
drought or hard times strike. 
The ‘databank' of family 
knowledge dies with the 
experienced adults. 

There is one tiny note of 
optimism. At Amboseli, a small 
reserve at Lhe foot of Kiliman- 
jari, protection has been effec- 
tive.

Rhino poaching has 
South African links

NAIROBI (UPI): South 

Africa, already under fire for 
alleged involvement in poach- 
ing Angolan elephants, is a 
growing source of illegal rhin- 
oceros horn being sold to 
Taiwan, a leading con- 
servationist charges. 

Taiwan"* now becoming the 
world’s most lucrative centre, 
for the illegal rhino bora busi- 
ness, said conservationist 
Esmond Bradley Martin. 

Bradley Martin, a New 
Ybrk-bora consultant to the 
World Wildlife Fund; said a 
persona] survey he made of the 
trade in Taiwan established 
that the retail value of Asian 
horn -in Taiwanese drug stores 
— where it is sold openly as a 
popular medicine — was more 
than 340,000 a kilo (2 2 lbs). 
African horn costs less. 


Bradley Martin said he was 
shown so much stocked horn 
from both white and black 
rhino he was convinced the 
Taiwanese trade was one of the 
biggest threats to dwindling 
African and Asian rhinos.

The Taiwanese trade is 
illegal under Taiwanese law but 
Bradley Martin said he saw lit- 
tle evidence the authorities axe 
enforcing their 1 985 legislation 
to ban trade in illegal, mostly 
poached, rhino horn. 

He said lack of official 
records and lhe natural secrecy 
surrounding the trade made it 
difficult to assess how much 
horn Taiwanese dealers process 
every year. But be said he was 
convinced it amounted to 
“many hundreds of kilos." The

pounds. 

Some was Asian horn from 
Malaysia, Thailand and Sin- 
gapore, but he said traders 
admitted much was distinctive 
white rhino horn being brought 
in by Taiwanese couriers from 
South Africa. 

Taiwan has close business 
ties with Pretoria and is one of 
the richest countries in Asia. 

Both Taiwan and South 
Africa are signatories to an 
international agreement 
severely restricting trade in 
endangered animals or 
products taken from them. The 
agreement controls the legal 
trade in ivory and rhino horn 
through a quota system. 

Bradley Marlin said alth- 
ough South Africa has the 
world's highest white rhino 
population, he was convinced 
the horn was not all or even 
mostly South African. But he 
said he did not know its origin. 

Other African conservation- 
ists who closely watch the inter- 
national trade in rhino horn 
and ivory speculated much of 
the horn was from animals 
killed by illegal poachers in the 
Zambesi valley — in Zim- 
babwe, Zambia and Mozam- 
bique. 

Allegations a South African 
connection in the illegal rhino 
horn trade came only a few days 
after the South African auth- 


onuesanhouncedqn internal 
Army investigation'of charges 
that the south defence force was 
involved in the poaching of 
ivory in Angola. 

Ivory poaching for a long 
while allegedly has been a fund- 
raising source for the US- 
backed rebels of Jonas Savim- 
be's UNITA. 

The unproven charges, made 
by a US conservationist and 
strenuously denied by UNITA, 
said the South African Army 
handled and sold huge quan- 
tities of UNITA-poached ele- 
phant tusks and was also han- 
dling other ivory shot in 
Mozambique. 

Conservationists have long 
suspected that Renamo, the 
South-African backed rebel 
movement in Mozambique, 
also has been raising money by 
poaching ivory and small quan- 
tities of black rhino hom. 

But the Mozambique civil 
war has been so intense since 
independence from Portugal in 
1975 lhat experts have little 
idea what stocks of both ele- 
phant and rhino are left in the 
country. The guess is perhaps 
300 rhino. 

Zimbabwe has a few hun- 
dred well-protected white rhino 
and about 1,700 black rhin- 
oceros — the biggest single con- 
centration in the world. Zam- 
bia had a healthy black rhino 
population of 8,000 animals 20 
.years ago.

effects of extra body fat, and the teen years 
are often a hard time to lose weight, because 
of the emotional growing up that takes so 
much energy and causes so much stress in 
the teen and his family. Also, teens who are 
overweight are much more likely to have 
weight problems as adults — more so than 
the overweight child. . 

Overweight teenagers often are caught in 
a distressing cycle of overeating, inactivity, 
social isolation, depression and parental 
conflict. The most effective intervention 
may come from a trusted teacher or adult 
friend, who is seen as an ally rather than a 
threat- Because of their adolescent bodies, 
teenagers have a special set of nutritional 
req uirem ents that should be met while 
attempting weight loss. The best weight-loss 
programme (and the one that is most effec- 
tive in the (long run) is one that includes 
comprehensive assessment to identify the 
emotional and physical components of the 
problem. The programme should emphasise 

well-balanced nutrition, physical activity, 
psychological and family support, and 
provide long-term following-up care. Such a 
programme is not easy to find, but your 


famil y doctor should be able to gel you 
started. ... 

QUESTION: Why would a physician 
recommend a (T> & C) for a patient? 

ANSWER: A dilation and currettage (D 
& C) is a relatively ample diagnostic and 
therapeutic procedure in which the neck of 
the womb is expanded with a tool called a 
dilator, and the lining of the womb is 
scraped off with a spoon-shaped 1 instrument 
called a curette. The lining then is studied in 
the lab to rule out any abnormal pathology, 
such as a benign or cancerous tumour. 

Although D & C is used less frequently 
than it once was (to spare the patient the 
risks and costs of surgery) a physician still 
will recommend it for a few specific clinical 
situations. For instance, a D & C is used to 
clean out the ulereus and/or reduce the 
amount of bleeding after a miscarriage. 
Also, if a potential problem is detected by 
biopsy in the office, if the patient is experien- 
cing abnormal uterine bleeding, or if the 
office workup does not yield enough tissue 
for evaluation, a D & C is the best way to 
obtain an accurate diagnosis. 
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Rush for AIDS cure threatens chimps

BOSTON — Conservationists 
are concerned that pressure to 
come up with an AIDS vaccine 
will reduce the already thinning 
population of wild chimpan- 
zees. 

Chimpanzees are used for 
biomedical research in several 
countries around the world 
because of their similarity to 
humans — 99 per. cent of the 
ifcltifSfWrf Makeup - 

overlaps with that of man. 

Meanwhile, the total wild- 
chimp population in Africa, the 
only continent where the 
species are indigenous, has 
dropped to between 100,000 
and 200,000 according to Geza 
Teleki, chairman of the Com- 
mittee for Conservation and 
Care of Chimpanzees, a group 
of international scientists ana 
chimp experts. Fifty years ago 
there were millions. 

The Jane Goodall Institute, 
the World Wildlife Fund, and 
the Humane Society filed a 
petition in November with the 
US Fish and Wildlife Service to 
get the two threatened chimp 
species reclassified as endan- 
gered. In the United States, 
chimpanzees have been con- 
: sidered threatened, but not 
endangered, since 1976. Both 
catagories are covered by the 
l Endangered Species Act. 

The service so far has said 
lhat the petition contains “sub- 
stantial information indicating 
that the requested action may 
be warranted." It will issue an 
initial finding later this year 
after receiving public com- 
ment. A final decision will be 
made after a second round of 

public comment. 

Some scientists say chimps 
are invaluable for AIDS 
research. 

Intelligence 

“They are the only animals in 
which HIV (human immun- 
odeficiency virus) will grow ... 
although the animals don t get 
sick from it," says Thomas 
l Wolfle. director of the Institute 
of Laboratory Animal Resour- 
ces at the National Academy of 
Sciences. Dr Wolfle says no 
chimps have died from the dis- 
ease. 

Animal-welfare groups 
claim the chimps’ genetic 
similarities with man and the 
species' intelligence and 
human-like behaviour make 
the use of these animals for 
medical research particularly

unethical. 

But several conservation 
groups make clear tbaL they are 
not opposed to AIDS research 
that uses chimpanzees already 
being held for research, 

J irovided they are well cared 
or. It is the capture of more 
wild chimps lhat they oppose. 
Dr Teleki says that for every 
wild chimpanzee that is cap- 
tured and successfully expor- 
ted, five to 10 die in the process 
from disease, in transit — or 
because sometimes hunters 
shoot the mother chimp to cap- 
ture the baby. 

According to Robert Whit- 
ney, director of the Office of 
Animal Care and Use at the 
National Institutes of Health, 
there have been internal discus- 
sions at the NIH about 
developing “sources" of the 
animals in Africa. But he says 
the result of the discussions was 
lhat the NIH would continue 
its policy of not importing any. 

For the conservationisis, one 
of Lhe most alarming figures in 
their petition is the severe drop 
in the Western African wild- 
chimp population from I 
million to 17,000 in the past 50 
years. The reasons they cite for 
the decline, in addition to 
medical research, are that jun- 
gle habitats are being destroyed 
and that chimps have been hun- 
ted for food and captured for 
commercial purposes. 

Making the chimpanzee and 
endangered species would 
“send a significant conserva- 
tion message that the US is 


committed to the spirit and the 
intent of the Endangered 
Species Act," says Ronald 
Nowak, a zoologist in the 
Office of Scientific Authority 
of the Fish and Wildlife Service. 

“It would strengthen the 
hand of African countries that 
are under tremendous pressure 
to have their chimps taken out 
of the country," says Curtis 
Bohlen, senior vice-president 
of the World Wildlife Fund. 

“There is a possibility a few 
of us might come under a lot of 
pressure” over the chimpanzee 
issue, a Fish and Wildlife 
Service employee says. 

In conjunction with some 
outspoken biomedical profes- 
sionals, conservationists are 
also trying to protect the 
chimps by preventing relaxa- 
tion of an endangered -species 
treaty signed by most Western 
and some African countries. 

The treaty, the Convention 
on International Trade in 
Endangered Species (CITES), 
places chimpanzees in a 
category equivalent to the US 
endangered species list. It 
requires that authorised sig- 
natures be obtained from both 
the importing and exporting 
countries whenever a transac- 
tion involving any listed species 
or products from lhat species 
takes place. 

A case involving the leading 
Austrian pharmaceuticals 
firm, IMMUNO AG, is an 
example of activities that con- 
servationisis are trying to head 
off. 


In 1986. IMMUNO impor- 
ted from Sierra Leone 20 chim- 
panzees allegedly caught in the 
wild. In January 1988, the 
CITES secretariat issued a for- 
mal statement saying that the 
export from Sierra Leon did 
not “meet the requirements" of 
the convention and that the 
importation into Austraia 
“was contrary to” the conven- 
tion. Thus, it said, the transac- 
tion “was a violation of the 
provisions of the convention 
and also contrary to its spirit." 

Affiliated 

Teleki and other con- 
servationists say there are 
indications that scientists 
affiliated with theNational Ins- 
titutes of Health have been 
involved in research in Austria, 
using those chimpanzees. But 
Dr Whitney of the NIH says 
that the institutes have had 
nothing to do with the animals. 

Currently, wild-caught and 
captive-bom chimpanzees can- 
not be imported into the US. 
even for scientific purposes, 
without a permit from the Fish 
and Wildlife Services. Captive 
animals and products from 
them (such as blood serums) 
already inside lhe US have been 
exempt, however, from. ihe 
requirement for a permit to ; 
move them in interstate com- , 
merce. 

If the status of the chimpan - 1 
zee were changed, controls on | 
imports would remain essen- 
tially tiie same. But transporta- 1 
tion of chimps in the US and i 
products from them would no | 
longer be exempt from the per- 
mit requirements. 

in this case, conservationisis 
worry that more stringent 
regulation of transport might I 
actually increase the demand 
for chimps, because it would 
become harder to share them 
among facilities. 

“A number of things might 
be done" to alleviate Lhe 
problem of transporting 
chimps within the US, says Dr 
Nowak of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service. . 

“Permits could be issued to 
person wanting to move chim- 
panzees about in the US,” he 
says. Then a permit would not 
be required every time a chimp 
or blood serum was moved, u 
that were done, "there would t 
seem to be no adverse effects on 
research on chimps already in 
captivity."

New Age is there 
to relax, to soothe, like an aural 
Radox bath. 

The music itself comes in 
many shapes and colours, but 
essentially it’s rock music with 
the rock taken out. Mainly ins- 


trumental, and played on stan- 
dard rock instruments. New 
Age owes its existence to higher 
standards in hi-fi, the emer- 
gence of compact discs and an 
ageing rock audience that 
wants background music for its 
dinn er parties but would stop 
short at James Last. 

In brief, yuppie musak. 
Naturally, it's American. Even 
more naturally, it originates on 
the West Coast, that haven of 
ail things terminally relaxed. 

Anaesthesia 

New Age records seem to 
sell. Not like other pop records, 
in a short burst followed by a 
swift decline, but steadily, over 
months and even years, making 
them very profitable, hence the 
burgeoning racks in your 
record store.

The problem, 
though, lies in the listening. The 
balancing act between, on the 
one hand, being mellow and. on 
the other, plunging your listen- 
ers into a deep coma, is a tricky 
one to carry off.

In most bridge columns, oppos- 
ing preempts are brushed aside as 
declarer and his partner skillfully 
bid to their best contract. However, 
in real life is not quite that ample. 
Even at the highest levels, preempts 
can prove devastating. This hand is 
from a world team championship 
match. 

At one table. South chose to open 
the bidding with three clubs, a tactic 
we endorse at this vulnerability. 
South’s hand rates to take five club 
tricks and the four-card diamond 


suit can. be counted as a playing 
trick, bringing the trick-taking ex- 
pectation up to six, which conforms 
with the Rule of Two and Three. 
That rule states that, if not vulnera- 
ble, you should be within three 
tricks of your contract for a pre- 
empt; vulnerable, you should be 
short of your goal by only two 
tricks. 

That put West on the spot. His 
five-card suit was hardly robust and 
his second suit was the one in which 
his oppponent had preempted. He 
derided that it was too risky to act, 
and three clubs became the final 
contract. When the defenders failed 
to find their diamond ruff, declarer 
romped home. Even had it been de- 
feated one trick, it would still have 
been a major triumph for North- 
South. 

At the other table South decided 
to pass. West opened the bidding 
with one spade and, after North 
passed, East made a limit raise of 
three spades. No action by South 
now could keep East-West out of 
four spades, a contract that could be 
defeated only by double-dummy 
defense. (North must lead a low 
heart, win the ace of clubs, cash the 
ace of hearts and give his partner a 
heart ruff to promote a trump 
trick.) After the more normal ace of 
clubs lead, 10 tricks were there. 
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Aries (March 20 - April 1 8) 
You should try not to allow 
yourself to be led astray. Also you 
should not buy anything until you 
have considered tbe alternatives 
carefully. Make sure you do not 
allow some chores to be left 
undone. Be resilient. 


Cancer (June 21 - July 21)

Three years after Plaza accord 


Currency markets still unsettled 


NEW YORK, Sept 23, (AP): 
This week marks the third 
anniversary of the Plaza accord, 
a five-nation agreement that 
aimed to reduce the exchange 
rate of the dollar but ultimately 
failed to control it. 

Behind the Sept 22. 1985 
agreement by the United States, 
Britain, West Germany, France 
and Japan was the idea that. a 
cheaper dollar would help shrink 
the US trade deficit and reduce 
protectionist sentiments in Con- 
gress. 

At first, the Plaza accord 
looked like a success. The dollar 
tumbled all through 1985 and 
1986 and into 1987. Only a few 
impolite skeptics said the dollar 
would have fallen even without 
the accord. 

Then, some funny things hap- 
pened . First, the finance mini- 
sters got together again at the 
Louvre in Paris in February 1 987 
aiiti dexad&Hfidf YiiftEei- declines 


productive. 

Naturally, the dollar kept fall- 
ing. Then it rose. Then it fell 
steeply at the end of 1987. This 
year it has risen — up a fat 1 4 per 
cent against a marketbasket of 
foreign currencies since Jan 1 . 

It has begun to seem as though 
the finance leaders are standing 
at the bow of an ocean liner with 
a toy wheel, trying to convince 
the other passengers they are 
steering. 

Accord 

All this time, people began to 
notice the cheaper dollar was not 
working wonders on the trade 
deficit. Instead of shrinking, the 
gap set records in 1 986 and again 
in 1987. It has taken until this 
year to see big improvements. 

As time went on. it has become 
increasingly clear that: 

— Central bankers and fin- 
ance ministers don’t have much 
control over currency rates. 

— Currency ratesdo'nol have 
nearly as much to do with trade 


balances as everyone had 
thought. 

This is not to say the Plaza 
accord was a waste of time. It was 
a valuable beginning toward co- 
operation in an interdependent 
world. Bul agreements among 
nations depend on the sig- 
natories' willingness to adapt 
their national goals to ihe greater 
international good. And that is a 
hardsell. 

Currency rates will never be 
stable as long as nations pursue 
widely differing economic 
policies: abhorrence of inflation 
in West Germany vs. relative 
tolerance of it in the United 
States, for example. 

The gold standard for curren- 
cies forced policy co-ordination 
on the nations, but its fatal flaw 
was that it put ail the burden of 
adjustment on weak-currency 
countries. That gave undue 
leverage to the slow-growth West 
Geimanys of the world. • 

, _ Businesses . want stable 


currency rates so they can plan 
where to locate plants, how much 
to manufacture for export, form 
which nations to buy compon- 
ents and so on. 

Three years after the Plaza 
accord, however, the goal of sta- 
ble currencies is beginning to 
look like a distant dream. Econ- 
omists' estimatesof the “proper” 
val ue of the dollar are all over the 
map, from 1 00 yen to 200 yen (the 
current rate is 134). 

Differing economic policies 
have something to do with the 
instability, as do differing predic- 
tions for the trade deficit. 

Adding to the complexity is 
that trade flows are not the only 
controlling factor in rates. Inves- 
tment flows are at least as impor- 
tant — meaning that if Japanese 
for whatever reason crave US 
treasury bonds and factories, 
they will keep the dollar in strong 
demand even though they have 
little interest in importing 
American products.

LAGOS. Nigeria, Sept 23, (AP): 
Nigeria recorded its highest-ever 
balance of payments deficit in the 
first six months of the year, SI .7 
billion, the Central Bank repor- 
ted today. 

The bank, in its semi-annual 
report on economic activity, said 
debt service obligation was the 
main cause of the bigger deficit. 
It said the debt service obligation 
was five times higher for the first 
six months of 1988 than for the 
same period last year. 

Debt 

Nigeria’s foreign debt exceeds 
$26 billion. The West African 
nation’s earnings have been shar- 
ply reduced by lower prices for 
oil, its main export. 

The bank also said the number 
of job openings declined by 44 
per cent as workers grabbed any 
position available in the fact of 
rising prices, particularly for 
food. 

The bank forecast increased 
industrial strife as workers battle 
employers for higher wages. . 


US officials see ray of hope 
in savings and loan results 


WASHINGTON, Sept 23, 
(Reuter): The institutions that 
finance half of new US home 
sales lost $ 3.6 billion in the April- 
June quarter, but federal 
regulators seea ray of hope in the 
industry’s latest financial results. 

However, Senator William- 
Proxmire, the head of the Senate 
Banking Committee, on Thurs- 
day said the next Congress will 
have to find at least $20 billion 
“to clean up the mess in the sav- 
ings and loan industry.” 

And he predicted “the cost of 
the bailout will top the combined 
cost of all previous federal 
bailouts in history”. 

Thrifts 

On Thursday, the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board said the 
nation's 3,092 savings and loans 
institutions, which originated 
half of new home financing, narr- 
owed their losses to $3.6 billion, in 
the second quarter from 3:9 
billion in the first quarter and 4 
billion in the fourth quarter of 
1987. 

But the savings and loans, also 


known as thrifts, had an operat- 
ing profit of $200 million, the 
first time thrifts showed a profit 
from day-to-day operations 
since the autumn oflast year. 

However, the ga® was wiped 
out by non-operating losses of 
more than $3 billion, mainly 
writedowns in the value of bad 
loans and provisions Tor loan los- 
ses. 

Crisis 

Bank board chief economist 
James Barth said non-operating 
losses can be expected to dimin- 
ish eventually and that the 
second-quarter improvement 
suggested the industry’s flow of 
red ink may be slowing. 

The bulk of losses were con- 
centrated in Texas where the fall 
in oil prices has depressed real 
estate values and the industry 
deregulation in the early 1980s 
that prompted reckless specula- 
tion by some thrift managers. 

Barth noted the 271. thrifts in 
Texas alone lost $3.2 billion in 
the second quarter — or 88 per 
cent oF the quarterly loss. 


In a speech to the Senate. Prox- 
mire accused the Reagan admin- 
istration of ignoring the crisis, 
which began in the early 1980s 
when the industry was deregu- 
lated. 

A thrift industry spokesman 
said that while the Texas losses 
were worrisome, they should not 
distract attention from the two- 
thirds of the industry which was 
profitable. 

The bank board said US thrifts 
reported net operating income of 
200 million in the second quarter, 
compared with a first-quarter 
operating loss of 300 million and 
an operating loss of 500 million 
in the fourth quarter of 1987. 

Dennis Jacobe, director of 
Research for the US League of 
Savings Institutions, said the 
operating profit showed basic 
thrift business was sound. 

“What is encouraging is that 
solvent institutions are perform- 
ing well. The depressing news is 
that the writedowns continued 
and show a serious problem,” 
Jacobe said. 


Politburo approves measures 
to help Soviet consumers 


MOSCOW. Sept 23, (Reuter): 
The Soviet Communist Party's 
ruling Politburo has approved 
proposals for boosting food sup- 
ply, consumer goods, services, 
health care and education by the 
year 2005, Pravda said today. 

The proposals, approved yes- 
terday, highlighted Kremlin con- 
cern over nation-wide discontent 
with low living standards as Mik- 
hail Gorbachev seeks to main- 
tain support for his perestroika 
programme of political, social 
and economic reform. 

The party newspaper said the 
13-man Politburo considered 
government draft guidelines for 
social and economic develop- 
ment over ihe next 1 5 years. 

“An important feature of the 
proposals was the examination 
of several different ways of realis- 
ing the party’s economic 
strategy,” it added. 

The guidelines placed a high 
priority on improving living 
standards, particularly in food, 
consumer goods, health, educa- 
tion and services, in line with 
conclusions of the Communist 
Party conference in June, it said. 

A team of scientific resear- 


chers and specialists in various 
areas of the economy worked out 
the guidelines. 

Pravda said the Politburo 
endorsed the main part of the 
guidelines and recommended 
further work on the document 
The proposals will eventually go 
before a central committee 
plenum. 

On Wednesday, the Soviet 
news agency Tass reported that 
the draft economic plan for 1 989 
gave priority to consumer goods 
production rather than heavy 
industry, a radical departure 
from Soviet economic tradition. 

Plan 

The draft plan, which was sub- 
mitted to the Supreme Soviet, the 
Soviet parliament, provided for 
6.7 per cent growth in consumer 
goods production against 2.5 per 
cent in other areas. 

Three and a half years after 
Gorbachev took over the 
Kremlin leadership, many Soviet 
people say living standards have 
fallen. 

During a visit to Siberia last 
week. Gorbachev was haran- 
gued by people complaining of 
food shortages and bad housing.

Singapore has more money than it can use 


SINGAPORE, Sept 23, (Reu- 
ter): Singapore has more money 
than it can use. 

The tiny island state of 2.6 
million people has one of the 
highest savings rates in the world 

— some 40 per cent of earnings 

— but has trouble finding things 
to spend the money on. 

Thanks to a construction 
boom in the early 1980's, Sin- 
gapore is already one of the 
world’s most developed cities, 
with a new airport and subway

building,” said Sanjpy Chowd- 
hury. vice-president at US 
broker Merrill Lynch, Pierce. 


Fenner and Smith here. “That 
limi t has either been reached or is 
very close.” 

Nearly ail Singapore savings 
consist of mandatory contribu- 
tions by employers and 
employees to a state social 
security plan, the Central 
Provident Fund (CPF), which 
stands at around 31 billion Sin- 
gapore dollars ($15.5 billion). 

“Part of our problem is that 
there is nowhere to use the money 
fwypnge of the small size of the 
economy,” Finance Minister 
Richard Hu said. 

- In the past, much of the CPF 
money was used to fund housing 
construction. 

“Now that's reaching a point 


of saturation, and government 
borrowing for infrastructure is 
also declining,’’ Hu said. 

The government has Iried to 
use state aid to encourage the 
development of small and 
medium-sized Singapore-owned 
manufacturing companiti, but 
that will take time. 

Rush 

Meanwhile there has been a 
rush of foreign money into the 
country as overseas companies 
set up shop to take advantage of 
the new infrastructure. 

Some private economists won- 
der if growth is being hindered 
because Singaporeans are being 
forced to save too much, and not 
spending enough to stimulate 


consumer-oriented businesses. 

“Questions remain on what is 
an optimal savings ratio for the 
future,” Merrill Lynch said in a 
recent report. 

Hu tended to dismiss such 
talk. Singaporeans voluntarily 
savequitea lot of money in banks 
and postal savings above their 
contributions to the CPF, .he 
said. “It is not as if we are forcing 
people to save more than they 
want to. 

“Personally, I have never felt 
that excessive savings is a bad 
thing provided it doesn’t starve 
the economy,” he said- “We have 
never starved the economy of 
funds. It is a lack of projects more 
than a lack of money that is the 


problem here.” 

Hu left open the possibility of 
the government cutting taxes in 
the future to return some money 
to the public. 

“That is an option we have 
available to us to return some 
money to the public,” he said. 
“With the world-wide trend in 
reducing direct taxation, we 
could well want to go further (in 
cutting taxes).” 

He declined to be more 
specific, although he said that the 
government’s long-term goal 
remains to reduce taxes to 25 per 
cent. The basic corporate tax rate 1 
stands at 33 per cent. That is also 
the maximum rate for 
individuals.

American setting up printing 
business in Soviet Union 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept 23, (Renter): The Soviet Union and a 
US businessman announced an agreement yesterday to open 
outlets in Moscow where ordinary Soviet citizens will be able to 
buy printing, computer and other services. Under the agreement- 
registered with the Soviet government on Monday and annotmeed 
at the Soviet consulate here, the joint venture will sell publishing, 
printing, computer and related products and services. The busi- 
ness will use American accounting and management practices and 
US-made equipment. The printing wfll be done at a central plant 
and the finished documents will be distributed by vans to cus- 
tomers at die 18 outlets. The Moscow outlets will open on 
January l.Otber shops will open later next year in Leningrad and 
Kiev. “This is a great pilot project with tremendous potential for 
expanding the range of goods and services offered to the Soviet 
people and to foreign visitors to the USSR,” said Soviet Deputy 
Consul-General Gennadiy Zolotov. The Soriet-American Inter- 
national Co. (Sovaminco) wiD be owned jointly by Unicom 
Investments International, based in Huntington Beach, Califor- 
nia Mir Publishers, a Soviet publishing enterprise Sintez, a 
private Soviet co-operative enterprise, and Recoid, a film prodne-

venture would be capitalised with $3J mfllion, of which he would 
contribute 49 per cent The Soviet investment would be made in 
roubles, he said. Lopata said theeuterprise would initially employ 
two Americans and between 200 and 300 Soviet citizens.

Industrial nations urged to improve overall world economy 
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Stoltenberg rejects Third World debt forgiveness 


BERLIN, Sept 23, (APj: West 
German Finance Minister Ger- 
hard Stoltenberg today flatly 
rejected even partial debt for- 
giveness for heavily indebted 
middle-income countries. 

But he said he expected that 
other major nations would 
follow West Germany in reduc- 
ing interest rates on large debts 
owed by some pe?rer countries. 

“There is no cause to discuss 
debt forgiveness" for the middle- 
income countries, Stoltenberg 
told reporters on the second day 
of discussions leading up to the 
formal annual joint meetings of 
the World Bank and Inter-' 
national Monetary Fund next 
week. 

According to official clas- 
sification, countries whose peo- 
ple have average incomes above 
$750 a year arc considered mid- 
dle-income nations. 

Stoltenberg also said he 
opposes any suggestions for a 
worldwide debt forgiveness. 


“Calls for a global solution 
destroy the creditworthiness of 
debtor countries," Stoltenberg 
said. 

* He said debt problems should 
be solved on a cas^by-case basis 
and that West Geimany would 
rather restructure debt and 
improve conditions than forgive. 
The West German government 
this week announced additional 
concessions to the poorest coun- 
tries. 

“We have verbal indications 
that the British and French 
governments will make similar 
decisions," he said. 

Stoltenberg also said major 
industrial nations, such as the 
United States, should strive for a 
closer alignment of their econ- 
omic policies, and that he wants 
to avoid ‘‘strong swings in 
foreign exchange rates." 

The West German finance 
minister said he had met on 
Thursday with the new US 
Treasury Secretary, Nicholas 


Brady. He declined to go into 
details on the talks, but said he 
expected US economic policies 
to remain unchanged. 

“I think we will be able to And 
a good foundation for mutual 
co-opcration” between West 
Germany and the United States, 
he said. 

Stoltenberg was scheduled to 
meet with Brady and top finance 
officials from the five other 
major Western industrialised 
nations on Saturday. He said 
they would discuss economic 
policy surveillance and co-ordin- 
ation as well as debt. 

Aid 

Finance ministers of 24 
developing countries were slated 
to meet as well on Saturday and 
were expected to issue a 
statement seeking more aid from 
governments as well as from 
commercial banks. They were 
.also seeking a cancellation of 
some debts. 

Deputy ministers of the 24 


nations were to meet on Friday 
to work on that statement, but 
the discussions were cancelled 
because the deputies had agreed 
on the essentials of the commun- 
ique, officials said. 

On the opening day of the 
official discussions m West 
Berlin, IMF Chief Michel Cam- 
dessus urged industrial nations 
to work in closer partnership 
with developing countries to 
improve the overall world econ- 
omy. 

“There is no prosperity for the 
industrial countries without 
prosperity for the developing 
countries," Camdessus tola 
reporters on Thursday. 

Poor countries have been 
among the best customers of the 
richer industrial world. But in 
recent years their heavy 
payments of interest on debt 
have forced them to cut back on 
purchases. 

The. developing world’s debt 
burden at the end of 1987 was 


$1 2 trillion, according to World 
Bank estimates. 

Camdessus praised West Ger- 
many, Canada and the Nordic 
countries for reducing the debts 
owed them by the poorest 
developing countries. 

Defats 

The United Slates, a major 
creditor of such countries, has 
not forgiven any debts. That 
would require action by Con- 
gress, where support is weak-for 
foreign aid. 

Camdessus, a Frenchman, 
said private bankers also should 
write off some debts, adding that 
he has recently heard more of 
them discussing the possibility. 

Delegates from the 151 World 
Bank and IMF member coun- 
tries as well as representatives of 
banking and industry have been 
arriving all week for the West 
Berlin discussions. The talks cul- 
minate with the Sept 27-29 joint 
meeting of the two sister organ- 
isations. 


Addressing reporters, Cam- 
dessus also spoke about the 
recent rise of the US dollar, say- 
ing the higher rate will make.it 
harder to reduce the US inter-, 
national trade deficit. ■ 1 
A more costly dollar makes 
imported goods cheaper and 
more attractive to Americans, 
while making American goods 
more expensive and thus harder 
to export 

Increase 


But Camdessus said the 
increase in. the dollar price did 
not warrant too much concern. 

Since a 1985 agreement bet- 
ween then-US- Treasury' 
Secretary James A. Baker HI and. 
his counterparts from other 
major countries, the dollar has 
continual to fluctuate, but Cam- 
dessus said the fluctuations were 
now less violent and within a 


narrower range. 

“This is quite an achievement 
it has to be maintained,” he said.

UK stocks firm 


Dollar slightly lower, gold prices mixed 


LONDON, Sept 23, (Agencies): 
The dollar ended lower in lack- 
lustre trading in Europe today, as 
market players waited for the 
meeting of the Group of Seven 
finance ministers on Saturday. 

Gold prices were mixed. 

The only spark of activity in 
the foreign exchange market 
occurred when the dollar 
approached 1.8800. West Ger- 
man marks soon after US August 
durable goods data were released 
today. 

The news that the orders rose 6 
per cent, from a revised 7.4 per 
cent decline in July initially 
pushed the dollar higher. Market 
forecasts had called for an 
August gain of 0.8 per cent. 

Dealer 

However, further inspection 
of the figures, and rumours that 
the US Federal Reserve was 
checking exchange rates, quickly 
erased interest in a higher dollar. 

“No one is willing to commit 
themselves ahead of the week- 
end," said a chief corporate 
dealer at a Swiss bank. 


“It was a deadly boring day,” 
said another dealer. “It’s becom- 
ing a habit,” he said referring to 
the dollar’s stagnant tone during 
the week. 

In London, the dollar fell 
against the British pound. It cost 
$1.671 5 to buy one pound, more 
expensive than $1.6675 late 
Thursday. 

Ranks and financial markets 
in Japan were closed today for 
the national aut umnal Equinox 
Day holiday. 

In London, -the dollar was 
quoted at 1 34.45 yen, unchanged 
from its dosing rate in Tokyoon 
Thursday. 

Gold fell in London to a late 
bid price of $396.50 a troy ounce, 
compared with $397.75 bid late 
Thursday. 

In Zurich, gold was higher, 
closing at a bid $398.00 com- 
pared with $397.00 bid late 
Thursday. 

Earlier, in Hong Kong, gold 
fell 70 cents to dose at a bid 
$401.72. 

Silver bullion prices fell on the 


London market where the metal 
was trading at a late bid price of . 
$6.22 a troy ounce, compared 
with Thursday’s $6.24. 

West Germany's Bundesbank 
intervened today to sell $30.3 
million as the dollar was fixed at 
1.8769 marks after a 1.8770 set- 
ting on Thursday when it sold 
$30.7 million, dealers in Frank- 
furt said. 

“Without the central banks 
the dollar would be above. 1.90 
marks,” one F rankf urt dealer 
said. “The question is just for 
how long will this strategy be 
successful," he added. 

Outlook 

But others said that the 
medium- to long-term outlook 
for the US currency was less 
promising. “Inflationary pres- 
sure in the US has receded, mak- 
ing further rises in US interest 
rales unlikely,'' another West 
German dealer added. 

Most European dealers said 
they did not expect much from 
this weekend's Group of Seven 
meeting of non-communist 


industrial nations in West Berlin 
, which is being held alongside the 
International Monetary Fund/ 
World Bank annual meetings. 

Declining oil prices amid a 
world production glut and a new 
set of US indicators have recently 
dampened market concern 
about inflation so investors have 
been sdling gold. 

Crude oil prices were static 
prior to a meeting of OPEC’s 
price panel set to open on Sunday 
at an as yet unspecified Spanish 
venue. Benchmark British Brent 
crude was quoted on spot mark- 
ets at around $13.50 barrel for 
immediate delivery. 

In London, equity prices 
rebounded with Wall Street to 
stand mixed but marginally fir- 
mer in moderate afternoon trad- 
ing, with interest again limited to 
speculative shares. 

Dealers said uncertainty over 
next week’s UK August balance 
of payments figures is keeping 
trading thin. “The institutions 
aren't going to risk their inves- 
tors’ money in a market which is 


so clearly vulnerable to a bad 
trade figure. The FTSE could 
lose 50 points in a blink,” one 
dealer warned. 

At 1449 GMT the FTSE 100 


share index was 1 .3 points higher 
at 1,790.0 after trading within a 


very narrow range all day. 

There was little corporate 
news to liven the day but Lonrho 
rose 33p to 301 . Company direc- 
tor Paul Spicer told Reuters that 
Lonrho did not rule out a man- 
agement buyout or asset sales if 
such moves would benefit share- 
bodlers. 

Speculation abort a possible 
takeover bid for Lonhro has been 
rife since US arbitrageur Asher 
B. Edelman recently disclosed a 
near four per cent stake in the 
finn. 

Spicer said: “If shareholders 
want us to break the company up 
and release six pounds a share, 
the best team in the world for 
selling the assets is the Lonrho 
board.

Veto foreseen 


House approves textile restraints* hill 




WASHINGTON, Sept 23, (AP): 
Excessive foreign investment of 
high-tech, defence and energy 
industries could narrow the 
country’s competitive edge and 
endanger national security. Con- 
gressman John Bryant testified 
yesterday. 

The sheer magnitude of 
foreign investment in those 
industries “has already resulted 
in increased foreign influence 
and leverage in US economic 
policy-makiog and political 
decision-making,” the Texas 
Democrat told the House 
Foreign Affairs Sub-committee 
on trade and international econ- 
omic policy. 

The sponsor of the Bryant 
amendment to require foreign 
owners to register their major US 
assets with the Commerce 
Department, Bryant calls the rise 
in foreign ownership the 
“greatest change now taking 
place in our economy.” 

Critics of the measure contend 
the information already is gath- 
ered by more than a dozen agen- 
cies and that the reporting 
requirements are onerous, anti- 
competitive, and would create a 
massive bureaucracy. 

Assets 


According to the best availa- 
ble estimates, Bryant said, 
foreign investment over the past 
seven years in American farm- 
land, factories, banks, busines- 
ses, buildings, government 
securities and other assets has 
tripled to more than $1.5 trillion. 

Bryant is particularly concer- 
ned with the rise in foreign 
ownership of energy interests. 

He said Saudi Arabia owns a 
half-interest in Texaco’s refin- 
eries, Venezuela owns a half- 
interest in Citgo refineries, and 
British Petroleum, which owns 
Standard Oil ofOhio, holder of a 
large part of Alaska’s 5 billion- 
barrel Prudhoe Bay oil reserve, is 
a target of the Kuwaiti govern- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, Sept 23, 
(Reuter): The US House of 
Representatives voted today to 
accept a Senate version of 
proposals for restraining textile 
and shoe imports, sending the 
poEtically charged bill to the 
White House for a near-certain 
presidential veto. 

Reagan administration 
officials a condemned the 
proposals in advance as protec- 
tionist and likely to provoke 
trade retaliation. But House and 
Senate supporters claimed 
thousands of American jobs 
were at stake because' of rapidly 
rising imports from Asian and 
other countries. 

The House approval vote of 
248 to 1 50 came over the objec- 
tions of influential members like 
Ways and Means Committee 
chairman Dan Rostenkowski 
who wanted a conference with 
Senate members to soften some 


of the proposals. 

But a lengthy conference 
might have held the bill up so 
long the president could have let 
it die after Congress adjourns 
next month. 

Spirit 

“This bill makes the US Con- 
gress look like hypocrites,” Ros- 
tenkowski complained. It 
violated the spirit of sweeping 
new US trade laws signed only a 
month ago that were designed to 
breakdown other countries’ 
barriers to American exports. 

“This bill invokes the very 
kind of trade principle we 
deplore in others,” Rostenkow- 
ski said. 

But House Speaker Jim 
Wright said it would be quickly 
signed and sent to President 
Reagan, creating the likelihood 
of another election-year con- 
frontation over trade policy. 

The House originally 


approved a bill to restrict textiles 
last year, though by less than the 
two-thirds margin that would be 
needed to overcome a veto. 

The Senate approved its own 
quota bill on Sept 9 by a 57-32 
vote, also less than a two-thirds 

mar gin. 

That makes it questionable 
whether Congress could over- 
turn a presidential veto and force 
the measures into law. 

The Senate bill went further 
than the House measure. 

Quotas 

The Senate proposed a one- 
year pilot programme for auc- 
tioning some of the import 
quotas, using theproceeds to off- 
set losses in tariff revenues from 
import restraints. 

The Senate bill, now adopted 
by the House, also would allow 
textile- and apparel-exporting 
countries to get preferential 
treatment if they buy rising 


amounts of US farm goods. 

It also puts restraints on 
imported silk ties. 

Supporters including Repub- 
lican Congressman Frank Hor- 
ton of New York said the res- 
traints were necessary because 
imported textiles and apparel 
now account for 55 per cent of 
total US sales annually. 

Measure 


Democrat John Lafalce of 
New York said the measure 
would cause the United States to 
“unilaterally break its work on 
(agreements) we have entered 
into bilaterally and mul- 
tilateral ly.” 

The textile restraints would 
supersede more than 40 bin- 
ational agreements on regulating 
textile and apparel trade under 
the general framework of the 
multilateral multi-fibre arran- 
gement. 


Commonwealth ministers call for measures to cut debt 


LIMASSOL, Cyprus, Sept 23, 
(Reuter): Commonwealth fin- 
ance ministers called on Thurs- 
day for measures to cut the debt 
of the poorest nations and war- 
ned industrial countries against 
over- reliance on policies that 
could push interest rates higher. 

In a communique issued at the 
end of two days of talks ahead of 
this year’s IMF/World Bank 
meeting, the ministers also 
backed a Commonwealth 
proposal to channel fresh private 
investment into poorer members 
of the group. . . . 

The 49-nation organisation 
urged leading industrial nations 
to implement swiftly a decision 
taken at their Toronto summit in 
June to provide debt relief for 
poor countries. 

“There was unanimity in wel- 
coming the Toronto approach," 
Commonwealth secretary-gen- 
eral Shridath Ramphal told 
reporters. 

Consensus 

Bui he added: “There was a 
certain amount of scepticism 
about implementation...the 
board consensus of Toronto was 
fine, but now what are we going 
to do about implementing it?” 

The Commonwealth, group- 
ing rich nations such as Britain 
and Canada and poor nations 
burdened with aboutSlOObilEon 
of debt, said industrial country 
growth had strengthened despite 
last October's worldwide stock 
crash. 

But its communique added: 
“In spite of efforts to reduce 
poverty, the number of absolute 
poor in developing countries has 
increased ” 

In what delegates said was a 
dear reference to rises in interest 


rates in Britain, West Germany 
and the United States, the mini- 
sters said the tightening in mon- 
etary policy in industrial coun- 
1 tries had bam “timely" in view of 
expectations of rising inflation. 

The international debt crisis 
dominated the Commonwealth 
talks, traditionally held just 
before the annual International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and 
World Bank meetings taking 
place this year in West Berlin. 

Cypriot Finance Minister 
George Syrimis said a one per- 
centage point rise in interest rates 


would increase the deht servicing 
burden of poor nations by about 
$6 bullion. 

With commercial banks 
increasingly reluctant to step up 
lending, the ministers gave their 
backing in principle to a 
proposal to set up a Common- 
wealth equity fund of up to $100 
million and commissioned a 
feasibility study. 

The fund would be aimed at 
attracting private investment, to 
be spread among the stock mark- 
ets of the lesser developed Com- 
monwealth nations. Some 
delegates from industrial coun- 


tries such as Australia have 
voiced doubts whether the fund 
will prove attractive to investors 
without guarantees. 

The ministers expressed disap- 
pointment at the lack of progress 
in breaking down trade barriers 
and took positions on several 
issues likely to come up at the 
IMF/World Bank meetings. 

The ministers urged: 

— Ratification by all countries 
ofa World Bank capital increase. 

— Faster payout on a $6.4- 
billion World Bank concessional 
financing programme to help 
sub-Saharan Airica. 


Abu Dhabi-Japan 
oil venture

ABU DHABI, Sept 23. (Reuter): 
An Abu Dhabi oil official on 
Thursday denied reports that the 
emirate had agreed to set up a 
new joint venture offshore oil 
company with Japan. 

“The (press) reports about an 
agreement to set up a fourth oil 
company with Japan are 
untrue," the official of the Abu 
Dhabi National Oil Company, 
who declined to be named, said in 
a statement. 


The reports on Thursday 
quoted Japan National Oil Cor- 
poration chairman Hashimoto 
Toshikazu as saying he had 
agreed with - Dhabi that a 
new company would be set up. 

Three offshore joint ventures 
have been set up between Japan- 
ese companies and Abu Dhabi. 
Japan imports a fifth of its oil 
from the United Arab Emirates, 
of which Abu Dhabi is part.

PARIS, Sept 23, (AJP): The 
average unemployment rate for 
the world’s leading industrial 
countries will be unchanged in 
1989 at 7.5 per cent, the OECD 
predicted yesterday.

The rise in. durable goods 
orders, which cover items rang- 
ing from washing machines to jet 
aircraft, was stronger than most 
economists predicted and foll- 
owed a 7.4 percent July decrease. 

Wide swings in orders for tran- 
sport equipment contributed to 
the August increase and the July 
decline in overall durable goods 
orders, the department said. 

Goods 

The department sometimes 
revises the durable goods report 
significantly based on new infor- 
mation, so the initial report is not 
always a reliable indicator for the 
economy. 

Other recent figures have 
pointed to a slower pace of econ- 
omic activity in ‘AugusL The 
department said earlier this week 
that housing starts fell 3.3 per 
cent in AugusL 

The pace of homebuilding has 
been hit hard by high mortgage 
rattes and rising home prices. 

In addition, the gross national 
product, which measures output 
of goods and services, was rev- 
ised down the second quarter to a 
three per cent annual rate of 
expansion from 3.3 per cent in 


the previous estimate. : 
Manufacturing industries 
have been strong due to a boom 
in export sales resulting from the.

The two words can 
embr ace a wide spectrum of 
Writing- and achievement from 
the cosy certainties of Mayhem 
Parva through Trollope and 
Dickens to the great Russian 
novelists and some of the high- 
est worksof the human imagin- 
ation. 

The detective story, the 
species of crime novel I have 
chosen, is more limited in form, 
in intention and in potential. 
What we get is a central mys- 
tery, usually but not necessarily 
a murder, a closed circle of sus- 
pects each with a credible 
motive, a detective either 
amateur or professional who 
comes in rather like an aveng- 
ing deity to solve thecrime, and 
a final solution which the 
reader should be able toarrive 
at himself by logical deduction 
from riuespl&ntedfy the writer, 
with' essential fairness but 
deceptive cunning. / 

Thus baldly stated, thedefin- 
itioh inVites the critidsm that 
this is- mere formula writing 
which can never aspire to be 
more than' sub-literaiy enter- 
tainment for . those who prefer 
violence to be disinfected by 
fantasy, nostalgia and snob- 
bery. • 

But what I find fascinating is 
the variety ofbooks and talents

number of good writers who 
have found the formal con- 
straints of the detective story 
liberating rather than restrict- 
ing. . 

Thus baldly stated, the defin- 
ition invites the criticism that

Butwhat I find fascinating is' 
the variety ofbooks and talwita

I have resisted the tempta- 
tion to include works by 
modern writers, some of whose 
books will undoubtedly feature . 
on any fixture list of the world's 
best. The detective story has 
greatly changed since its so- 
called golden age between 1920 
and 1939. The modem detec- 
tive novelist, even when writing 
within the long-established 
conventions, is concerned with 
character rather than dues, 
with motive before mystery 
'.and, in exploring the 
ambiguities of modem 
morality, no longer pretends 
that peace and order can always 
be . restored even by the Great 
Detective. And what about the 
spy story? This too can be a 
detective story, one which com- . 
.bines mystery with psy- 
chological realism. With novel- 
ists of the quality of Eric 


Mystery writer P.D. James picks out the best sbr 
Grime novels from her shelves, — books which 
iOnstrate the diversity, development and the poten- 
tial of this resilient and fascinating genre. 


Ambler and John le Carre there 
is no need to ask .whether il 
deserves to be taken seriously. 

So how, even with restricted 
criteria, is one to select the best 
among so many? Since these are 
detective stories whose primary 
function is to entertain, puzzle, 
surprise, excite and elucidate, 
should the originality and 
credibility of the plot rank first? 
Or should each work be judged 
solely on its merits as a novel in 
which style, characterisation, 
narrative power and setting 
take precedence over the mys- 
tery and its solution, however 
ingenious? And what about 
those writers whose names do 
not immediately spring to 
mind, but who have produced 
one book which deserves to be 
included among the classics? 
An example is Ctyril Hare with 
Tragedy at Law. 

In the end I have chosen six 
novels, all by writers now dead 
who have made significant con- 
tributions to the craft, books 
which illustrate the diversity, 
the development and thepoten- 
tial of this resilient and fascin- 
ating genre. 

Ail are well written. All are 
still being read with pleasure. 
All provide more than a puzzle 
and its solution. And like other 
forms of popular art they can 
tell us more about ourselves 
and- the age in which they were 
written than does more preten- 
tious literature. 


• The Moonstone by Wilkie 
Collins (1868) 

T. S. Elliot described The 
Moonstone as the first, the lon- 
gest and the best of English 
detective stories and, although 
one can argue that enthusiasm 
triumphed over strict accuracy, 
this rich and complex novel 
undoubtedly ranks as a classic 
of the genre. U embodies many 
of the now established conven- 
tions: the importance of 
material clues and of apparent 
trivia in solving the mystery, 
the power of setting to enhance 
excitement and horror, strict 
adherence to the fair play rule, 
and a respect for scientific and 
legal facts, while in the charac- 
ter of the rose-fancier Sergeant 
Cuff Collins has created a 
policeman who is among the 
most original and credible of 
fictional professional detec- 
tives. 

• The Hound of the Bask - 

ervilles By Arthur Conan 
Doyle (1902) • 

Sherlock Holmes, created in 
1886, remains the epitome of 
the Great Detective .combining 
as he does a dominant intellect 
with bizarre personal eccen- 
tricity and the heroic virtues of 
trium phan t individualism. It is 
unlikely that either the charac- 
ter or his most famous case will 
lose their hold on the human 
imagination or that future 
readers, enthralled by this atav- 
istic study of violence and evil 


in the mists of Dartmoor, will 
read withouta frisson ofhorTor 
the often-quoted words: “Mr 
Holmes, they were the foot- 
prints of gigantic hound." 

• The Murder of Roger Ack~ 
roydby Agatha Christie (1 926). 

The name of Agatha Christie 
is synonymous with the cosy 
.English village school of the 
pure puzzle. Lake a conjurer she 
spreads out her pasteboard 
cards, face downwards, and 
deceives us yet again with her 
cunning sleight of hand. No 
writer has practised so consis- 
tently or so successfully a 
brilliant talent to deceive. The 
Murder of Roger Ackroyd, a 
‘Lour de force’ of its kind, has 
been criticised for breaking the 
fair-play rule. But that is itself 
unfair, the essential clue is early 
provided in just eight words. 
And when Agatha Christie is 
slipping in a clue, every word 
counts. 

# The Nine Tailors by Dorothy 
L. Sayers (1934). 

No writer of detective stories 
evokes such contrasting res- 
ponses as does Dorothy L. 
Sayers, with her aristocratic 
sleuth Lord Peter Wimsey. Her 
detractors find her snobbish, 
pretentious and boring. Her 
admirers claim that, by her 
vigour, panache and excellent 
writing, she did more than any 
other writer of the golden age to 
make the detective story 
intellectual respectable. The 
Nine Tailors, based on the 
ancient English art of change- 
ringing, is set in the fenlandsshe 
knew as a child and powerfully 
evokes the mystepr, splen- 
dours. virtues and hierarchy of 
a lost way of life. 


• Tiger in the Smoke by 
Margery Ailingham ( 1952). 

Margery Ailingham 's detec- 
tire, Albert Campion, of aris- 
tocratic if unspecified lineage, 
may be a creature of fantasy in 
the tradition of the golden age. 
but her novels are strongly 
rooted in lime and place and are 
excellently written with par- 
ticularly effective characterisa- 
tion. Even the minor characters 
spring vividly to life. Tiger in 
the Smoke, the story of a man- 
hunt in fog-shrouded London 
immediately after the last war. 
with its contrasting studies of 
the murderer. Havoc, and the 
gentle but implacable Canon 
Avril, refutes the common criti- 
cism that the detective story, 
with its artificial conventions, 
cannot concern itself with the 
great absolutes of good and 
evil. 

• The Long Goodbye, by 
Raymond Chandler (1953). 

Raymond Chandler, born in 
Chicago and educated in 
England, wrote only seven 
detective novels but all could 
justifiably be included in a list 
of the world's best. He is 
memorable less for his plotting 
(which he found a bore) than 
for his brilliant and distinctive 
voice; terse, colloquial, witty 
and sardonic with a vein of 
poetic' romanticism which is 
shared by his tough private eye, 
Philip Marlowe. The Long 
Goodbye is the book into which 
Chandler put most of himself, 
and it was Chandler who wrote 
his own literary epitaph: “To 
accept a mediocre form and 
make something like literature 
out of it is in itself rather an 
accomplishment."

ALAN RYAN’S book makes 
□o claim to compete with Rus- 
sel’s own Autobiography or 
Ronald Clark’s The Life of Ber- 
trand RusselL Rather it com- 
pensate for the inadequacies of 
the former — especially so far 
as the la ter years ofRusseU’slife 
are concerted — and com- 
plements the latter. 

In his preface, the perceptive 
and highly articulate Ryan 
emphasises the book’s concern 
with Russel’s life “as a polemi- 
cist, agitator, educator and 
populariser.” ~ Russell’s 
philosophy is discussed only 
when it beam on his social and 
political views. 

Reveals 

Ryan reveals' ' what an 
extraor din ary man _ Russell 
was. Born into the aristocracy 
of the English establishment — 
Lord John Russell, twice Prime 
Minister, was' his grandfather 
— and the aristocracy of the 
intellect, Russell was motivated ■ 
by the injunction issued to him 
by his grandmother. Countess 
Russell, and written on the fly- 
leaf of n Bible she gave him: 
“Thou shalt not follow a mul- 
titude to do evil.” . * 

Never afraid to stand apart, 
as ah old man in 1962 he sent 
indignant telegrams protesting 
about the Cuban missile costs 
to UThant, Harold Macmillan, 
Kennedy and Kruscbev. Ryan 
comments on the special regard 
in which Russell was held:

Even so, Russell was not an 
. altogether agreeable ' person. 
Queen Victoria had said about 
tusmothen “I wish I could whip 
• that Kate Amberley.” Many 
people wished they might do 
the same to RusselL He aid not 
.suffer fools gladly, he insulated 
his opponents, and did not 
brook criticism. His popular 
writings showed briskness and 
flair, but often his arguments 
were thin, quick and glib: “Rus- 
sell’s critics said so for half a- 
century, and the strange thing 
was that Russell never seemed' 
to see what they werecomplain-

Often obstinate, arrogant, 
and consequently infuriating, 
Russell nevertheless had com- 
mon sense and a remarkable 
ability to see what others could 
not He subscribed to an Arnol- 
dian view of a responsible cler- 
isy m society: “Russell took it 
for granted that all progress is 
the work of men who are both 
unintelligible to and unap- 
preciated by the great 
majority.” 

- He regarded Darwin as 
worth 30 million ordinary mor- 
tals. As the product of a 19th- 
century Liberal background, 
he was obsessed by education.

He advocated progressive 
views: defence of p re-marital 
sex, companionate marriage, 
sex education in schools, and 
public support ofbirth -control. 
The publication of Marriage 
and Morals cost him a profes- 
sorship at City University of 
New York. His ideas hardly 
shock now. 

Inconsistent 

Superficially Russell might 
appear inconsistent. He 
opposed the First Worid Wax, 
he supported Great Britain's 
fight against Nazi Germany. 
Ryan’s deeper study shows a 
steady, rationalist view, tem- 
pered by increase of knowledge 
and experience. Nuclear 
weapons prompted him to 
demand “a worid government 
strong enough to contain the 
new menace.” He even 
advocated that the United 
States should be that sole 
world-power — a country 
■which, in other circumstances, 
he detested for its involvement 
m Vietnam. 

Ryan writes in an engagingly 
lively, intelligent way. As an 
accomplished book-reviewer 
himself, he makes the most of 
taking a fresh look at many of 
Russell's publications, for 
example The Scientific 
Outlook, in which Russell is 
brutal in argument that science 
and religion are irreconcilable, 
or Power, in which Russell shr- 
ewdly analyses the psychology 
of revolutionary leaders. As 
Ryan quips, Russell was “capa- 
ble of writing better sense in ten 
pages than most sociologists in- 
ten volumes.”

his 1938 poem Under Ben Bul-

He concluded it with his own 
epitaph which is now carved on 
the gravestone: 

Cast a cold eye 
on life, on death. 

Horseman, pass by! 

The new evidence is con- 
tained in a biography of one of 
Yeats’s friends, the eccentric 

woman painter Gluck, by Mis 
Diana Souhami. She maintains 
that the facts were known by a 
number of Yeats’s close 
friends. 

In her book, published next 
month, she writes that Gluck 
and another friend of the poet, 
the writer Edith Shacklelon 
Heald, made a sentimental 
journey to Yeats’s first burial 
place in Roquebrune before his 


“reburial" in Ireland, where 
they were horrified to discover 
that no grave existed. 

The local French priest, 
Abbe Biancheri, was 
apologetic, but explained that 
the poet’s widow had paid only 
for an economy grave, and the 
remains, along with those of 
others buried alongside, had 
been dug up in 1946 and moved 
to the communal ossuary. 

When moves were started to 
bring Yeats’s bones to Ireland, 
his friends wrote to the priest, 
who made it clear in a letter that 
he regarded it as virtually 
impossible, even with medical 
and dental records, for the 
poet’s bones to be identified or 
even found. 





Jeffrey Archer: fares best when be strives feast 

Archer’s tales of 
the unexpected

“WE then strolled into the car 
park. I opened the passenger 
door of my Scirocco to allow 
Amanda to climb in. 

‘A slight improvement on 
London Transport,’ she said as 
1 slid into my side of die car 

‘It's still very early,’ I ven- 
tured after a few inconsequen- 
tial remarks about the club 
evening. ‘Have you time to 
drop in for a drink?' 

'It would have to be quick 
one,’ she replied, looking at her 
watch. Tvea busy day ahead of 
me tomorrow.’ 

‘Do you work in town?’ I 
asked. 

'Yes. I’m a receptionist for a 
firm ofestateagemsin Berkeley 
Square.’ 

Gripped? If so, you are an 
incurable Archerite. But I can- 
not believe that I am the only 
reader of popular novels who 
cannot understand what the 
fuss is all about. Hoping to find 
out, I have been wading 
through the Archer oeuvre. 

1 have learnt a lot about cars 
and how to park them, a bit 
about tax dodges and bow to 
talk to bank managers, and a 
fair amount about wine. But 
can 1 honestly say that at any 
moment Archer’s writing 
pleased me or that his 
acclaimed storytelling swept 
me forward withyout a yawn? 
Regrettably, I cannot. 

Short stories are, I under- 
stand, the genre in which 
Archer wishes to be taken 
seriously. A publicity handout 
accompanying A Twist in the 
Tale proclaims that an earlier 
work, A Quiver Full of Arrows, 

was “a marvellously varied 
collection of short stories that 
received major critical 
acclaim.” 


it did. too. Since the critics 
told Archer that he was witty, 
moving and more urbanely 
satiric than Somerset 
Maugham, it is not surprising 
that he decided to write a 
second collection. Each story 
would lead to an unlocked for 
conclusion, and their clever- 
ness would be clearly indicated 
by the title. 

What can I say? Archer cer- 
tainly pulls off some surprises 
with his conclusions. The 
impact is equivalent to going 
into reverse gear by mistake at 
100 mph: unexpected and very 
.uncomfortable. The first tale, 
of a man who murders his mis- 
tress and then watches the 
wrong man being put in the 
dock, depends for its effect on 
making the reader believe the 
murderer could be the foreman 
on the jury*. “Co-incidence, 
writers are told, must be 
avoided". Archer observes in 
another story. Coincidence is 
assuredly the undoing of this 
one. 

The Loophole, in which a 
man libels his best friend in 
order that the friend may sue 
for damages while he can claim 
the money back through a legal 
loophole left me utterly baffled 
by the explanation which 
provides the shock 
denouncement. 

Archer fares best when be 
strives least- The most success- 
ful tales. Clean Sweep Ignatius 
and Just Good Friends, are the 
simplest. These two are short, 
well-placed and neatly con- 
cluded. A pleasant wit comes 
into play here which surprised 
me far more than the implausi- 
ble revelations which provide 
the twist in the more elaborate 
tales.

IT has been hinted before that 
the real cause of the 1936 
Abdication was not Mrs Simp- 
son's ambition but the inept 
parentage of King George V 
and Queen Mary. 

They produced a son so weak- 
ened by continuous contempt 
that he preferred the promise of 
kindness to the certainty of kin- 
gship. Never has this notion 
been stated so clearly, however, 
as in Richard Hough's excellent 
and engrossing book Born 
Royal. 

During his long labours with 
Mountbatien, Hough acquired 
much useful knowledge about 
the family of five boys and a 
girl, the "Georgie pets” as their 
grandmother Queen Alexan- 
dra called them, born to the 
future George V and his wife. 

Hough has had the good idea, 
of writing a composite biogra- 
phy of Lhem all, so that we get 
an impression of what it was 
like to grow up as siblings in 
that atmosphere. It is a method 
which brings to life the repres- 
sive family tone more vividly 
than a biography of any one of 
its members. 

The Duchess of Windsor has 
had several biographies written 
about her already and there will 
doubtless be many more. I 
should besurprised if any areas 
bad as Wallis by Charles High- 
man. The writer of the blurb 
tells us that Highman is “a mas- 
ter of the in-depth biography.” 

I think "in-depth” must mean 
“snooping”. Highman has 
been everywhere turning up 
documents of little interest ana 
drawing huge conclusions from, 
them. It does not behove him toi 
sneer alhistorians (I counted at 
least 20 instances of this) for 
having missed or failed to 
recognise what he regards as 
“evidence”. 

Penny Junor’s Charies 
now reissued in paper- 
back, appears to be based upon 
one interview and a few weeks 
of collecting newspaper cut- 
tings. We now have all the old 
stories repeated but tempered 
with a creditable stab at under- 
standing theman'spersonality. 

. The Prince of Wales, it 
seems, dOe»H 0 t£eton weltwkh^ 
his father, who has no time for 
metaphysics or serious reading, 
but there is no suggestion that 
Philip’s asperity on these mat- 
ters could drive the Prince to 
the sort of rebellion driiich- 
undid his great uncle David. 
Nor does Charles want to be 
"ordinary”. He wants to be all- 
owed to use his mind and make 
his own decisions, which he has 
done in recent years to mag- 
nificent effect Charles appears 
here as an eminently sensible 
and intelligent man, reflective 
as well as dutiful. 

Ingrid Seward’s Diana is lull 
of harmless nonsense, for 
example that the Queen’s face 
still lights up whenever Prince 
Philip enters the room, or con- 
versely, that the Queen Mother 
will pass the same man on the 
stairs and not deign to ackn- 
owledge him.

Seward insists that Charles 
had a row with his father, dur- 
ing the course of which he 
uttered, “You are talking to the 
future king of England!" The 
Queen is apparently delighted 
when she notices a palace 
servant moonlighting in 
another house because she 
knows she will get special 
service. ' 

On Diana, herself, the 
author says little except that she 
is a delightful young lady who 
does her job well and will do it 
even better in the future. 

Tim Graham’s Diana is bet- 
ter- than most books on the 
royal family because it is almost 
entirely without text. 

His photographs of the Prin- 
cess of Wales, though seen 
often before, are an eloquent 
celebration of her beauty. His 
pictures are properly regarded 
as the best. 

His short introduction, 
however, repeats the egregious 
error, which the press will not 
learn to eradicate, of calling the 
lady ‘“Princess Diana". She is 
nothing of the sort, and can 
never be, because she is not the 
daughter of a monarch. Her 
correct title is The Princess of 
Wales. 

There is no better man to 
guide us through the web of 
relationships between Spen- 
cers, Churchills, Percys, 
Cavendishes and Grosveaors 
than Hugh Montgomery-Mas- 
singberd, who, since the death 
of lhat great polymath, Iain 
Moncreiffe of that Ilk, is now 
our foremost genealogical 
adventurer. He writes with 
style and humour, and his 
book, Debretf s Great British 
FamOes is as witty as il is infor- 
mative.

In normal’ circumstances a 
match between Brazil and arch- 
- rivals Argentina would guaran- 
tee passionate, skilful football 
' with only the foolhardy willing to 
pick a winner. 

Scraped 

But Sunday’s clash between 
, the two giants of the game is 
being talked about as a one-sided 
affair, so impressive are Brazil 
and so lacklustre an understren- 
gth Argentina. 

Italy, who scraped into the last 
eight after earlier being humbled 
4-0 by Zambia, play Sweden in 
the last quarterfinal. 

Zambia's European-based 
striker Kalusha Bwalya, a 
naturally left-sided player with 
an appetite for goals, stands bet- 
ween West Germany and a 
semifinal place. 

Bwalya, who plays for Bruges 
in the Belgian League, is the top 
scorer of the tournament, with 
six goals from three games, 
including a hat-trick against 
Italy. His exploits in Seoul have 
had football managers reaching 
for their chequebooks.

The 19-year-old Russian was 
last to compete on the vaulting 
horse and needed a mark of 9.975 
points to catch her Romanian 
rival Danilea Silivas. She 
nervelessly met the challenge 
and. earning a maximum score of 
10, grabbed the gold by lhe nar- 
rowest possible margin. 

She also earned a 10 in the 
floor exercise and won with a 
total of 79.662 points. 

Silivas scored 10s on the floor 
and asymmetrical bars to take 
the silver with 79.637 points and 


the Soviet Union's Svetlana 
Boginskayatook the bronze with 

79.400. 

Failed 

But the stern-faced Shushu- 
nova. who finally managed to 
crack a smile after taking the 
title, clearly failed to win the 
hearts of fans in the style of Olga 
Korbut, who placed a lowly 
seventh at the 1972 Munich 
Games, and Romanian Nadia 
Comaneci who took the J 976 all- 
round title. 

If there were medals for 
bravery an award would go to 
Canadian gymnast Lori Strong, 
who fractured her right ankle 
during the floor exercise but 
managed to finish the routine 
before dropping out of the com- 
petition.

Ironically it was Shah who 
awarded them their first dismis- 
sal here giving out opener 
Rameez Raja Ibw for nought 
after Miandad won the toss.

Bin Khalifa speeds to victory 


LONDON, Sept 23, (Reuter): 
Liverpool have been hit by their 
worst injury crisis for threeyears, 
but Southampton goalkeeper 
John Burridge will still be on his 
guard when he faces the English 
Soccer League champions 
tomorrow. 

The highly-experienced 
Burridge warned: “Liverpool are 
the best team in the world. If you 
underestimate them you are lik- 
ely to get slaughtered." 

Southampton, in second place 
after a flying start to their First 
Division season, face a Liverpool 
side whose injury problems are 
described by Kenny Dalglish as 
the worst since he became their 
player-manager in 1985. 

Possibility 

The return of Dalglish to First 
Division action — he came on as 
substitute in Liverpool’s League 
Centenary Trophy game at 
Arsenal on T uesday — remains a 
possibility. 

Dalglish confined himself to 
two appearances as a substitute 
during his team’s 1987-88 cham- 
pionship-winning campaign, but 
said after an accomplished dis- 
play against Arsenal: “The way 
things are going, anyone with 
two legs stands a chance of play- 
ing." 

Goalkeeper Bruce Grob- 
belaar, who is ill, defender Alan 
Hansen and midfielder Steve 
McMahon, both injured, are 
three key casualties. 

However. England winger 
John Barnes may return to 
fourth-placed Liverpool's line- 
up at Southampton after missing 
two matches with a hamstring 
strain. 

Dalglish will await the out- 
come oflate fitness checks on Jan 
Molby (ankle), Nigel Spademan 
(knee) and Barry Venison (knee) 
before finalising his plans. 

Welsh international defender 
Pat van den Hauwe is poised to 
make his first full appearance of 
the season for Everton in their 
home match against Luton. He 
missed the start of the 
programme through injury but 
came on as a substitute at Mill- 
wall last Saturday. 

Northern Ireland inter- 
national Mai Donaghy is likely 
to return to the Luton defence 
after missing last, weekend's 
home defeat by Manchester 
United with an ankle injury. 

Leaders Norwich are expected 
to be unchanged for the fifth suc- 
cessive game as they seek to con- 
solidate their successful start at 
home to third-placed Millwall, 
who have launched their first 
season in Division One impres- 
sively. 

Striker Robert Fleck, who has 
spurred Norwich with three 
goals, said: “We've been working 
hard in our matches and there's a 
good spirit in the team, but other- 
wise we are not doing anything 
different from last season.” 

Meanwhile, Manchester 
United defender Paul McGrath 
has turned down an offer to join 
English First Division club Tot- 
tenham because of his wife’s 
reluctance to move, Tottenham 
manager Terry Venables said 
today. 


DUBAI, Sept 23: Ahmed Bin

ESTORIL, Portugal, Sept 23. 
(Reuter): Ayrton Senna, whose 
irresistible progress towards the 
world drivers' championship 
was interrupted two weeks ago, 
returns this weekend to the scene 
of his first Formula One win 
ready to reassert his dominance. 

Senna drove ODe of the great 
races of modem times when he 
won the Portuguese Grand Prix 
here in torrential rain in 1985 in a 
Renault-powered Lotus. It was a 
triumph so memorable it is still 
talked of in reverent terms by 
those who saw it. 


A similar result on Sunday in 


his McLaren-Honda would vir- 
tually ensure Senna succeeded 
fellow-Brazilian Nelson Piquet 
as world champion and pul him 
in the record books as the first 
driver to win eight races in a 
season. 

But Senna, who led the Italian 
Grand Prix at Monza on Septem- 
ber 1 1 until a collision with Fren- 
chman Jean-Louis Schlesser on 
the penultimate lap, is likely to 
face serious competition from 
both his turbo and non-turbo 
powered rivals on the twisting 
4. 3 -km Estoril circuit. 

The turbo powered Ferraris of 
Austrian Gerhard Berger and 


Italian Michele Alboreto proved 
with their one-two triumph at 
Monza that they have now over- 
come the fuel-consumption 
problems which bedevilled the 
team earlier in the season and will 
pose a threat to the McLarens for 
the rest of the year.

Chang could not capitalise on 
his lead, dropping serve in the 
next game and holding it only 
once more in the match. 

“I didn’t gel into a flow the 
first few games,” McEnroe said. 
“But once 1 got ahead I felt I was 
controlling it more and more as 
time went on.” 

Chang was disappointed with 
his erratic play. 

“I made loo many stupid 
errors that I usually don’t,” 
Chang said. “I missed a lot of 
easy volleys and short balls.” 
Agassi dominated Lozano in 
the first set with powerful fore- 
hands and won it 6-4. 

in the second set, Agassi's 
serve broke down and he allowed 
a 5-3 lead to slip to 5-5, dropping 
serve after a series of backhand 
errors. 


Lozano used his big serve and 
smooth grounds trokes to take a 

6- 5 lead, then virtually stood by 
as Agassi threw the set away, the 
American ending it with a 
deliberate double-fault to con- 
cede the game and the set 7-5. 

Lozano, a Mexican Davis Cup 
player, faded to capitalise on the 
opportunity and quickly fell 
behind. Agassi served out the 
match 6-2 on a backhand error 
by the Mexican.
